Although they are not particularly clean- 
_ly in their habits they regard the failing 
‘of the moustache into any. liquid they 
may be drinking as a very improper cus- 
tom. To prevent thie’ unseémly habit 
they have Adopterd a form of moustache- 
cup. 
other drinking vessel over which is placed 
a piece of wood or bone, often delicately 
earved and which is called the ‘‘mous- 
tache-lifter.’’ 

The color of the hair is dark, and both 
hair and beard are rather shaggy. This

The causes of this decrease 
are as follows: First, we have the 
wars with the Japanese, which have often 
been won at the cost of much loss of 
life on both sides, for the Ainu are by 
no means a cowardly race. Next we 
have the inter-tribal night raids, which 
were formerly very cOmrmreon. In these 
the male adults of the defeated tribe 
were slaughtered, while their women and 
children were carried off as slaves. As 
we have already pointed out, the people 
are flesh-eaters, and though they have 
long ceased to eat human beings ‘they 
still depend for their food supplies upon 
fish and the wiki animals of the forest. 
But owing to the influx of the Japanese, 
land is cleared for purposes of farming, 
and the wild animals considerably re- 
duced in number.

heavenly luminary. The Ainu always 
completes the ceremony witha feast and 
aA carousal, ending in the hopeless in- 
toxication of the whole crowd. 

Now, contrary to the custom in most 
other lands, whether of the east or west, 
it is the men who are religious and say 
prayers, and not the women. The women 
take no part whatever in the worship of 
deities. or the  propitiation of demons. 
The chief religious exercise of the Ainu 
is the making of 4nao, These are sticks, 
chiefly of willow wood, which are first 
peeled of their bark. ‘They are adorned 
with shavings of the same wood, and are 


‘stuck as offerings in all kinde of places. 
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As long as they are cared for they ex- 
ercise a good influence on behalf of the 
worshiper, but if they are neglected, or 
if they decay, all their virtue ceases. 

In every house you will find a wooden 
rod, with a hole in it for a mouth, and 
a cinder for a heart, which is the “an- 
cestral governor.’’ It is often prayed to 
by the head of the family, who: at such 
times, sticks it on the hearth in front of 
the fire. | 

The houses that these “ancestral goy- 
ernors’’ are called upon to protect are 
neither of great beauty nor great stabil- 
ity: When the wind blows {ft finds its way 
inside through a million holes and soon 
extinguishes all candles and lamps. Dried 
fish hangs rotting from the roof, beetles 
and cockroaches swarm undisturbed, fleas 
are to he found in active and multitudin- 
ous parties, and.snakesg infest the rafters 
overhead. The fire js in the middle of 
the floor, but there is no chimney, and 
the smoke generally refuses to take its 
exit through the hole provided for it, the 
lighting of the fire is the signal fer a 
certain amount of coughing and sneezing. 
When a new house is to be erected, the 
rnof is made first and then. stuck on the 
top of a kind of rectangular framework. 
There are two windows, one on the eaat 


_and the other on the south. These are 


covered, when necessary, by reed’ screens. 
which can be pulled up or down from the 
inside of the heuse. If one of these 
grass and wooden houses takes fire, no 
attempt is made to. save it, as in a 
quarter of an hour it will be burn¢ to the 
grounr. Each house is separated from its 
neighbor by a small plot of ground,- so 
tlet a general conflagration is not caused 
when one house is burnt down. ' 

When a woman gets rather old she is 
sent to live in a Httle house by herself, 
where she is fed and tended till she 
dies. After her decease, the house {s 
burnt, the idea being that as the woman 
has gone to heaven, the house must De 
sent after her or she would be shelter- 
less in the spirit world.

He arrives at the palace at which the 
King is resident at about I!’ o’clock each 
day’, and forthwith receives from Lard 


the menus which have been selected for 
the day. Thereupon he gives the necea- 
sary orders for provisions, and remains 
in the kitchen until lunch has béen sefv- 
ed. Then he js at liberty to depart 
fora ‘short period, returning again at 6 
o’clock, when he attends to the ‘prepara- 
tion of the royal dinner., When this Is 
completéd he presents a bill for the day's 
expenses ' and receives a check for the 
amount from the treasurer, That is the 
end of the day’s cooking so far as he is 
concerned. 


But. while he has been at work in ‘the 


kitchens a really’ wonderful process of/ 


preparation has been carried out, When 
their majesties are ready for dinner the 
gcene in: the kitchen is one of perfee> 
order and readiness, Everything is in. ite 
proper place, and while tne cotd dishes 
Which were prepared during the morning 
gtana on a table, surrounded ff neces- 
sary by ice, the: birds and other such 
dainties which are to be served up cook- 
ea to a second are ready to hand. 

At the same moment the hors d'oeuvres 
are sent forward to an ante-room, which 
in the case of Buckingham palace is two 
or three hundred yards from the‘ kitchen. 
All the assistants are clad in perfectly 
spotless linen, they all work by the clock, 
and each dish is commenced and finished 
to within a minute of the appointed time. 
The royal chef walks around and super- 
intends, but hig assistants are so weil 
drilled in théir respective duties that he 
seldom needs to.give an order, though 
here and there he offers a suggestion for 
the further perfection of some Iittle 
dainty. During this time he is himseif 
thinking out the final details of the 
masterpiece of the table, which he takes 
particularly under his own care. 

Outside the door of, the dining hall 
there ig an apartment where the final 
touches are given to the delicate and 
costly preparations. At Buckingham pai- 
ace it contains a hot table, upon which 
the dishes rest in readiness for their dis- 
tribution to the table attendants. The 
man who wields @athority here is clad in 
immaculate evening dress and wears 
white gloves, and ih a voice which is 
rarely raised above a whisper he gives 
the minutest directions as to what is to 
be done with each particular item on the 
menu from the moment when it leaves 
the ante-room and passes finally from h.s 
care. 

Relays of men and women béafrers con- 
vey all these dishes from the kitchen to 
the ante-room. The passages from the 
kitchen are long, with some awkward 
corners in them here and there, and in 
order to prevent collisions in the hurry 
of the work an ingenious arrangement of 
mirrors has been effected at these cor- 


ners, so that the bearers may see wheth-|- 


er the is clear for them. 

For the\.completely smooth working of 
the whole of this process attendants are 
strictly forbidden to enter any other 
apartment than that with which they are 
immediately concerned, and even the dish 
bearers are prohibited from passing down 
other corridors than that which ig set 
apart for their use.

Wooden spoons and bits of 
shelj are used for feeding children, 
though occasionally mothers feed their 
infants from thelr own mouths. This 
is also the favorite method of giving 
noxious physic. Bear cubs, which are 
reared in some houses for feast or sac- 
rifice, are often fed from the human 
mouth in the same way. They are aiso 
suckled at the breast by the woman whv 
looks after their well being. 

The clothes of the Ainu are made out 
of elm bark, which becomes fibrous after 
having been soaked in water for about 
ten days. The elm cicth is of itself dark 
in color, but as dark and not light col- 
ors are fashionable, the cloth js tanned 
with oak bark or else rendered a dark 
reddish brown by immersion in -water 
containing large quantities of iron. 

The men do no hard work in the flelds, 
That is left to the women. The busi- 
ness of the men is hunting, fishing and 
worship. As a consequence, the men are 
highly respected by the women, who, in 
fact, regard them almost with reverence, 
A woman must leave the house walking 
backwards, so as not to turn her back 
upon her husband. Should she meet a 
man in the street she must get out of 
his way as quickly as possible. When 
she enters a house she must take¢ off 
her bonnet, or what does duty for the 
same), and wait t*ll she is spoken to be- 
fore she 4s permitted to speak.

They lent currency 
to the story that he wore a sword in. the 
bath tub and had epaulettes on his night 
shirts, 
Attitude Not Exalted. 

In three of these interesting photo. 
«raphs he has permitted himself to be 
paraded before the public in anything 
but an exalted attltude. He appears as 
a very human s°rt of being. They are 
the kaiser’s answer to the accusation 
that he fs too much addicted to the 
pomps and vanities of the world. One 
ef the photographs shows the monarch 
who is populariy supposed to Sccupy 
himself only with big things, making his 
favorite dog, ‘‘Fritz,”” a dachshund, sit 
up and “speak” for a tit-bit held in the 
imperia] right hand.

The fourth photograph differs from the 
other three in that it portrays the kaiser 
in one of his favorite imperial roles— 
that of the inspired preacher. But per- 
haps equal interest attaches to it be- 
cause it is the first. time that he pei- 
mitted himself to be thus pictured. Of 
the thousand odd photographs of him ex- 
tant none has ever before shown hiin 
at the altar. In this one he is depicted 
holding Sunday service on, board the 
Hohenzollern, with the empress and one 
of her ladies-in-waikting sitting immedi- 
ately in front of the flag-draped pulpits. 
with the officers and crew of the yacht 
grouped all around. When the kaiser 
preaches he appears in his capacity as 
official head of the State Evangelicaj 
church, which, of course, gives him the 
right to assume the functions of the min- 
ister whenever and as often as he likes. 


The Lutheran church party is said to be}; 


incensed at the circulation cf this partic- 
ular view, regarding it as a bit “stagy’’ 
and spectacular. The rank and file of 
the religidus party have never taken 
kindly to the idea of the kaiser as a pul- 
piteer, though it is admitted that he 
preaches quite as well as most doctors of 
divinity, and aside from the tendency to 
make too much of the texts that incul- 
cate obedience to the powers that be, he 
is pretty sound on doctrine. 


Kaiser Is Serious. 

Ordinarily he takes a very serious view 
of his functions as.a preacher and hag 
had some volumes of his sermons printed 
that all Germany may profit by them. 
Byt even as a preacher he has his off 
days on the Hohenzollern. On one occa- 
sion one of the sailors was so unmindful 
of the inestimable privilege conferred 
upon him that he fell asleep in the midst 
of one of the kaiser’s pious oration;., 
For this heinous offense the captain sen- 
tenced him to be locked up for two days 
and put on short rations. 

‘Was he on watch last night?” asked 
the emperor. 

“He was your majesty,”’ 
captain. 

“Then let the poor devil off. Besides, 
tt was not much of a sermon, anyhow.” 

Probably it wasn’t, but if anybody else 
on board had expressed that opinion of 
the imperia] exhortations there would 
probably have been trouble. The cap- 
tain concluded that ft was one of those 
rare occasions when a subject might 
safély venture to disagree with his sov- 
ereign. 

The reproduction of these photographs 
~—the three first mentioned at least—by 
the kaiser’s permission and in the form 
that renders them most acceptable to the 
crowd, indicates that. he is growing a pit 
tired of the role of the superior being, 
and is willing that his people should gct 
some glimpses of him as he apears be- 
hind the scenes when the limelights are 
not laying upon him. 

The emperor rules Germany, bu¢ eti- 
quette rules him. No feminine aspirant 
for social honors is a greater slave to the 
dictates of fashion than is the kalser to 
the regulations of the artificial code to

which custom compels him to yield obe- 
dience. Nearly every function that he 
performs is goverped by the requirements 
of court etiquette. I¢ is that which com- 
pels him to Gevote so much of his time 
to what appears mere show business. It 
is that which makes him change his uni- 
form.anywhere from half a dozen to a 
dozen times a day, and renders it neces- 
sary that he should possess more suits 
than the greatest dandy that ever lived. 
The uniform of the various foreign regi- 
ments of which he is honorary colonel 
alone fill two large rooms, yet in num- 
ber they are but a mere fraction of the 
outfits he has to keep on hand that he 
may appear fittingly garbed before each 
of hig own regiments on specia] occa- 
sions. It would require a great deal to 
reconcile the average able-bodied man to 
an existence that is made up so largely 
of dressing and undressing, and it 
hard to see where the compensations 
come in in the kaiser’s case. 

There is nothing suggestive of a 
“cinch” about his billet. On ordinary 
days he rises between 65 and 6 amd goes 
to bed at half-past 10, ang there is not 
two hours of these seventeen when he 
is really free to do as he pleases. Most 
of that time he can escape from cere- 
monial fuss and feathers he has to de- 
vote to justifying the reputation for al- 
most superhuman. versatility which hé 
has ascribed to himeelilf. 


The Kaiser Afloat. 

It is only when he is afloat that the 
kaiser is really able to shake off ihe 
tyrannous rule by which he is dominated 
on shore. It is that which makes him 
enjoy so much his trips on the ‘“Hohen- 
zollern.’” It is then the natural man 
in him thas a chance to show himself 
and he is seen at his best. As s00n aa 
deep sea soundings are reached all court 
ceremonial is chucked averboard.  In- 
stead of wrestling through a half-dozen 
uniforms, as uncomfortable as they are 
imposing, the emperor sticks it out all 
day in the same rig, generally a suit 
of loose fitting flannels ‘without any 
fancy fixings. He hobnobs freely with 
his ‘guests, the members of his suite, 
and the Officers of the yacht. He chuts 
with them, argues® with them, chaff; 
them. He is the life and soul of every 
joke and discussion and sets the pace 
for conviviality and companionship. At 
meals all his guests and staff sit down 
with him and pretty much where they 
please. All formality is abandoned. 
There is none of the restraint that 's 
usually imposed by the presence of roy- 
alty. The kaiser makes it known that he 
is there for a good time and that ne 
Wants everybody to have a good time, 
too, after his own farhion. ss 

He has a gorgeous suite of apartments 
on poard, but he seld‘an occupies them. 
They remind him too much of the dinsac] 
end ghtter amid which he ds oomipelied 
to live ashore. He prefers 4 breezy 
little cabin on deck with- nothing about 
it to suggest. the exalted rank of its oc- 
cupant. He is always accompanied on 
long voyages by his three favorite ‘‘teck- 
els” by which name dachghunds are 
commomy known in Germany. The kal- 
s¢r’s ‘‘teckels’ are unusually clever speci- 
mens and he has ‘trained them himself 
to perform a variety of tricks. He 
spends hours playing and fooling with 
them on the Hohenzollern. It affords him 
relaxation after the eternal round of 
state functions. Nothing perhaps bet- 
ter illustrates the imtensely human side 
of his nature than the picture post card 
row being sold broadcast over Germany 
showing him making Fritz ‘beg.”” it 
may mark the beginning of a better un- 
derstanding between the German foik 
and their imperial master.

ONMDON, June 24.—“A Modern 
| Viking.’ It is scarcely possible 
to think of a more true and con- 
cise description of Oscar Ii, king of 
Bweden, the monarch whose refusal to 
sanction an independent consular ser- 
vice for Norway, has cost him his king- 
dom of Norway. Tall and erect, broad- 
shouldered, with a magnificent head of 
the leonine type, King Oscar, dressed in 
the apparel of his countrymen of ten 
centuries ago, would be a perfect imper- 
sonation of the brave and brawny Norse- 
man of whom so many sagas have been 


written and sung. 

Not only, however, are the inhabitants 
of Sweden proud of their monarch on 
account of the fact that in appearance 
he is a superb specimen of manhood, 
but they admire him for his many gifts 
and talents, while the populerity of his 
majesty is also considerably increased 
by reason of his singularly sunny dis- 
position, which imparts to his mannér 
an extraordinary charm and fascina- 


tion. 

Singulariy enough, King Oscar cannot 
claim to be a Gescendant of the old-time 
Norseman, or a true son, so far as 4an- 
cestors are concerned, of the kingdoms 
over which he reigns. As a matter of 
fact, King Oscar is the grandson of a 
French peasant. There ere few stories 
more romantic than that of the present 
Swedish dynasty. When it was discover- 
ed that Charles XIH, who occupied the 
Gwedish throne from {809 to |I818, was 
childless, Napoleon induced the national 
diet at Stockholm to establish Berna- 
dotte, his flamous general, as crown 
prince. Bernadotte, who had been born 
a peasant at Pau, ascended to the throne 
in 1818, under the title of Charles XTV, 
his wife, Desiree, daughter of the Mar- 
Sediles broker, Clary, becoming queen of 
6weden and Norway. 

It would have been impossible for King 
Oscar to have claimed that any royal 
blood ran in his veins had not his father, 
Oscar J, the only son of Queen Desiree, 
married Josephine de Leuchtenberg, a 
granddaughter of the Empress Josephine, 
whose singularly beautiful and expres- 
Sive eyes he alone of all her descendants 
is said to have inherited. 

Voluminous Writer. 

His majesty himself has fully told the 
history of his parents and grandparents 
fin the novel which he published some 
years ago under the pen-name of “Oscar 
Frederick,’’ and entitled “A Romance of 
the Times of Napoleon and Bernadotte.”’ 
He has also told us some of the earlier 
history of the Swedish throne in “A 
Memoir of Charles XII." Nor have these 
two volumes been King Oscar’s only con- 
tributions to the world's literature. As 
& matter of fact, his writings have been 
voluminous. 

He is still] a frequent contridutor of 
Susays and poems tothe Swedish newspa- 
pers and magazines, while he has pub- 
lished several volumes of original poems, 
@s well as Swedish translations of Tasso's 
“Jerualem Delivered,’’ of Goethe’s

Instead of being annoyed at such an 
accusation, King Oscar took an oppor- 
tunity, when in Christiania some time 
afterwards, of showing in a charming 
manner this admiration for the famous 
poet. While being serenaded by a num- 
ber of choral societies, his majesty re- 
quested tihem in a loud tone of voice from 
the balcony of the palace to sing one 
of the finest poems of Bjornsen. 

This particular song of the republican 
poet is a soul-stirring and intensely pa- 
triotic composition set to exceedingly 
@rand music; and when the vast crowd 
that thronged the huge square in front of 
the palace perceived that not only had 
Oscar bared his head while the song was 
in progress, but that he had actually 
joined in the singing with that voice for 
which he was celebrated, and which 
would have won fame and fortune for 
bim on the lyric stage, the popular en- 
thusiagsm became indescribable. On the 
following day, and before leaving Chris- 
tilania to return to Stockholm, Oscar 
wonferred the grand cross Of the Order 
of St. Olaf upon the poet, sending him 
along with the insignia a most charming 
autograph letter, expressive of his ad- 
miration of this poems. It is by such 
characteristic acts as these that his majJ- 
esty endears himself mora evefy day to 
the hearts of his Mbjects. 

With regard to King Oscar’s voice and 
fondness for music, it is an interesting 
fact that many of the hymns now in 
use throughout the Protestant churches

Each volume in the king’s library is 
adorned with his book plate, consisting 
f a laurel encircled “O” surmounted by 
a royal crown, and below the motto, 
“Ofver djupen mot hojden,’’ which may 
be translated as “Soaring. from _ tie 
depths upward.” | 

The same kindness and consideration 
that oharacterize Oscar § in other 
matters are likewise apparent in 
connection with his library, and 
all the people connected with the 
court, from the highest dignitaries 
down to the lowliest kitchen scullion, are 
permitted access thereto under the su- 
pervision of the chief librarian, Dr. von 
Friesen, precisely as if it were some na- 
tional or public institution.

School Children’s Eyes. 
(From The Baltimore Sun.) 

An examination of 7,166 school children 
in New York in {904 brought out the 
fact that 1,273, or |7 per cent, were suf- 
fering fr0™ defective eyesight of the 
worst kinds. If to this figure be added 
those suffering from less manifest de- 
fects, the percentage of defects interfer- 
ing with study was 33 !-3. Eye strain 
has bad refiex effects on the general 
health and often exists when not suspect- 
ed by the hurried oculist. It is for school 
boards to consider whether the same 
tasks shouli be Imposed on all pupils; 
whether. pupils having defective vision, 
likely to prejudice health, should study 
as many ologies as those ‘who have per- 
fectly sound eyes; whether, in fact, at 
least one-half of the so-called studies 
should not be abolished.

Every year thousards of eign and 
more each year, alight at quaint old 
station at Auriesville and climb the pic- 
turesque roadway that leads up to. the 
primeval grove with its temporary chapel, 
ittg sacred grottoes and oratories, sur- 
rounding a sort of cairn sheltering a full- 
lemgth figure of Father Joques, whcse 
name fs reverenced—by some because of 
his religious heroism, by others because 
he was a pioneer, a pathfinder, a fore- 
runner of the immortal Marquette. And 
yet in spite of the many little journeys 
to his memoria] Testing place, Father 
Jogues may be said to be comparatively 
regiccted and unknown. Historians have 
to a large extent passed him by, or at 
least dismissed him as unimportant, and 
due recognition of his immense services 
has been reserved for the twentieth cen- 
tury. For his tardy historical rehabita- 
tion, General John 8. Clark, of Auburn, 
New York, is responsible, while for hia 
religious recognition Father John J. 
Wynne, editor of The Messenger, gains 
inost of the credit. 

A Unique Memorial. 

Visitors to the last resting place of the 
martyr of the Mohawk will soon find, 
however, a beautiful chape] with a dome 
that will be a landmark for miles around. 
The chapel will be unique in several | 
Ways, as it will be practically, 
churches.in one, with three altars and a 
sacristy ‘under the dome at the crossing 
of the nave and transepts. The plan of 
the chapel will be a Latin cross having 
transepts extended so as to make inde- 
pendent chapels, and provide for three 
distinat pilgrimages at one time. The 
architecture of the building will be note- 
worthy, for it will perpetuate the mis- 
sion style as developed by the. Spanish 
missionaries of California, and is accept- 
ed as being one of the original Ameri- 
can styles of achitecture. Marble mo- 
saicg copied from old Indian ornamenta- 
tion as found in their bead and basket 
work wil] enrich the edifice. The build- 
ing will be of white cement with a roof 
of red Spanish tiles, 

In addition to the chapel, there will be 
built a memorial entrance gateway, a re- 
freshment pavilion. and carriage sHKeds for 
the accommodation of those who drive to 
the shrine. 

Secular Recognition as Well as Re- 
ligious Reverence. 

This chapel marks the religious rever- 
ence in which Father Jogues is held. 
His secular recognition ought and will be 
no less great, and it is proposed to erect 
in the grove &@ memorial statue to the 
pioneer. This gtatue will be from a de- 
sign by Sibbel, of New York, from a cast 
of which the accompanying photograph 
of the missionary is taken, a heroic fig- 
ure of a heroic man—the more herole 
because his indomintable will triumphed 
over & physical ffailty that would have 
deterred another from entering the field 
at all.

Nothing 
daunted, the intrepid Jogues started out 
in a canoe for Sault Ste Marie, a jour- 
ney of some 250 miles. 

After his return to Quebec from the 
successful accomplishment of his journey, 
he stayed only ten days, setting out again 
with Goupil and a party of Hurons. The 
Hurons were then. at war with the Iro- 
quois and the party with which Jogues

In an old French library there was 
found recently a-narrative of this march 
with the Iroquois, written by Father 
Jogues himself.

On 
the thirteenth day after their capture 
they reached Ossernenon, or Auriesville, 
and here the entire tribe joined in a cele- 
bration of the victory over the Hurons, 
Goupil was taken a slave to a neighbor- 
ing village, and Jogues was turned over 
to a member of the tribe who had lost 
his slave. Goupil was tomahawked, and 
Jogues was about to meet the same fate, 
when a friendly Indian interfered. 

In 1643 the missionary escaped from 
the Iroquois and reached France on 
Christmas day. In France he was made 
much of and accorded great honors by 
the queen .regent, Anne of Austria, who 
wept. over his mangled hands. But he 
was not happy in France, and implored 
his superiors to allow him to return. io 
his chosen field. The following spring he 
returned to Quebec, where he was at once 
made an ambassador of France to the 
warring Iroquois, and effected a treaty 
of peace between them and the Frencn 


Beheaded by Savages. 

After carrying through this treaty suc- 
cessfully, he started again on his missian 
to convert the heathen, and chose as his 
field the Iroquois. Although he had just 


i:concluded the treaty, 
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he seems to have 
felt that on leaving Quebec the second! 
time after his return to America he was 
going into a country from which he woulé 
never return. He did not War was 
again declared by the Iroquois in October, 
Jogues was seized and his old wounds 
reopened by the same barbarous treat- 
ment he reeeived during his first captivi-. 
ty. Again he was taken-captive to Au- 
.riesville, and, although’ it decided to free 
derS to decide his fate. The council, 
however, was held some miles from Au- 
resville, and, although t»decided to free 
| Jogues and his companions, before news 
could be brought to his place of captivity 
Jogues had been tomahawked and be- 
headed, October 16, 1664. The day aft- 
erwards La Lahde, one of his followers, 
was murdered in the same way. 

The site of Father Jogues’~ tortures, 
captivity and missionary labors is located 
directly above the station for the village 
of Auriesville, in Montgomery county, 
New York. About twenty years ago part 
of this site was purchased by the Jesuits, 
‘aided “by: many bishops, priests and Idy- 
‘men, who wished to erect a memorial to 
the martyr on the scene of his déath. In 
due time it became a place of piigrim- 
‘age, visited every year by thousands, who 
were attracted by its natural charms

ANAMA, June !0.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—There is a great 
chance here for the formation 
of 4& treasure-huniting syndicate to pros 
pect the Isthmus of Panama, the ‘moun. §- 
_ tains between here and Colombia, aad 
_gome of the islands of the Pacific and 
the Cartbbean sea. This whole region 
was for generations the resort of pirates 
and buccaneers. Brigandage was ocom- 
mon in the days of the Spaniards, and 
robbery rife when the forty-niners from 
California crossed the Chagres with their 
‘loads of gold. All the gold and eilver 
that Pizarro squeezed out of the Incas 
‘was brought to Panama and taken by 
horses and men across to the Atlantic. 
That treasure alone was enormous, Sil- 
ver was so conunon"that the soldiers hag 
their horses shod with it and it was 
brought here by the ship load. .One of 
the first expeditions to Peru resulted in 
the capture of Atahulapa, the Inca king. 
Pizarro offered to ransom him if the In- 
dians would fill the prison room Where 
he was kept with gold. This prison was 
17 feet long, 20 feet wide and 9 feet 
high. The gold was brought in and 
piled up until] the whole wae filled. It 
comprised a mass of gold plate torn from 
the Temple of the Sun at Cuzoo, hun- 
 @reds of drinking cups, dishes and goid 
basins, and: beautiful gold vases “wonder- 
fully carved. There was so much of it 
that it took the Indian goldsmiths, work- 
ing day and night, a whole month to 
cast it into ingots. The guccessorg of 
’Pigarro carried other treasures of Pan- 
‘ama and the galleons of Spain for genv- 
rations brought silver. and gold from 
the western coasts of Mexico and Soutt. 
America, and even from Manila, to be 
taken .across these mountains for ship- 
ments to the mother country. 
The Booty of Buccaneers. 
Many of these expeditions were attack 
_ed by pirates. Buccaneers were common 
and they hunted for treasure not only 
on «ea, but aleo on land. The buccantér 
Morgan marched across the isthmus in 
1671 and took Panama, which was then 
one of the nichest cities of the hemis- 
phere. He burned it to the ground, kill- 
ed many of the inhabitants and held 
others for ransom. He tortured them to 
discover where their treasures were hid- 
den, and when he went away he had 75 
horses laden with jewels, silver and 
gold. 
The Golden Lake of Guatavita. 
The Indians are said to. have buried 
treasures in different parts of the re- 
gion. There is now an English syndicate 
draining the lake of Guatavita, which 
lies on the top of a mountain in the 
neighboring state of Colombla. This 
lake is sacred to the Indians, and it is 
gaid that they have for generations cast 
gold images into it as offerings to their 
‘divinities. These images range in value 
from $16 to many times that sum.

The offi- 
cers were not told where they were going. 
They were chased by a Peruvian man 
of war, but escaped, and finally landed 
at Cocos island, where eleven boat loads 
of treagure were taken ashore and buried, 
The vessel then started back to Peru, 
but was met by one of the Peruvian men 
of war and bombarded. The resukt was 
that every person on board was killed, 
with the exception of two men named 
Keating and Thompson. 

I do not know what became of Thorp. | 
son, but Keating returned to Newfound- 
land and organized ah expedition to go to 
Cocos island and get the treasure. He 
landed there and took some away, but, 
coming back to Panama to get some tools 
for further excavation, his vessel was 
wrecked and as a result he saved Only 
$7,600. This he carried with him to New- 
foundland and again got up an expedi- 
tion, ; 

On his second journey, however, he and 
his crew were arrested at Panama and 
narrowly escaped execution, This dis- 
couraged him and hé-went back to New- 
foundiand, and there died, leaving his} 
charts dnd maps to his daughter, a Mrs.

In addition to this treasure left by the 
Peruvian revolutionists, there are pirate 
hoards, which were buried there by Wi!- 
liam Dampier, a buccaneer who ravaged 
these seas in the latter part of the seven- 
teenth century.

The Adventures of the Veronique. 

The first thing was to get a ship, and 
they bought this vessel which has just 
been sold to Peru. Her name was ine 
Veronique. She cost Fitzwilliam just

The Veronique was a steel steamer of 
about 68,000 tons, which had been used 
as a transport to carry troops to South 
Africa. She is big enough to carry 4,000 
tons of freight, fifty first class passenge!s 
and 1,000 steerage. Before sending her 
out she was fitted up with all the lux- 
uries of a rich man’s yacht. partridge, 
grouse, hares and other meats Were put 
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away in her cold storage chambers, and

No Use for Militia in Court. 


‘While it is true that there are eight 
passenger trains here a day, as a mat- 
ter of fact that did not enter into the con- 
versation, I did not say anything about

accessible places, where troops may be 
rushed out in houses, in quarters, where 
no possibility of mobs being cut off in 
hiding.’

I did say 
there was some turpentining and lum- 
being going on here, and there is. And 
I said we had a lot of the lowest type 
of negroes at these mills and turpentine 
camps; and the fact that they were in 
the community made it unsafe for a 
man to leave his family in the country, 
and did say that was one of the reasons, 
why they ought to have a court house 
near enough for jurors and witnesses to 
come home to their families every night, 
after doing service as witnesses and 
jurors.

The Constitution pleacure to publish tht 
part bf the communication which ws 
fnadvertefiiy omftted in the publication 
of the staement frem Judge Sheffield 
as eentained in Friday's paper, 

Judge Sheffield writes: 


"I did not say that ‘there was any cit- 
izen ef either ef the counties, that had 
to go 35 miles to either one of the couu 
ty sites.’ I did not say that ‘in Calhoun 
vgounty the commissioners had posted any 
notice to relieve the county trum dam- 
ages on account of bad bridges.’ 1 iid 
say that Baker county had done so with 
reference to one bridge on Notchawnay 
creek, 

** ] did not say that ‘Baker county con- 
tained eigth thousand population, nor 
did I say that three fourths of them had 
to travel 26 miles to reach Newton, the 
county eite.’ I did not say what the 
population of Newton «as, whether it 
was 300 or otherwise. I did not say th«t 
‘the hotel aceommodations were poor.”’ I 
did say that a good many of the people 
who lived west of Nochawaey creek had no 
o from 20 to 26 miles to court to New- 
on. I did-say that I did not know ‘any- 
thing about the hotel accommodations, 
that I had not been there in a number 
of years. The gentleman that was pres- 
ent at this conversation stated that he 
was there last week. | ot remem- 
ber what he sald about the hotel acc:om- 
modations. 

“I did not eay that ‘nearly all the 
trade of Baker county went to Arling-on.’ 
I did not say that the formation of 
Griggs would mean an annual saving t? 
Baker county of three thousand dollars.’ 
1 doubt not that there would be that 
much saved, and more verhaps, but the 
subject was not mentioned between ime 
and Mr, Parker. 

“I did not say anything about ‘bad 
bridges on: the Chicasawhatchee cree.’ 
I did not say whether they were ¢)0¢d, 
bad or indifferent. I have not heard 
from anybody about the condition of the 
bridges in years on this creek. 

“Now, ae to Calhoun county; I did not 
say that the identical condition prevail- 
ed in Calhoun county, with possibly one 
exception. I did not say that ‘Morgan 
had no’ hotels.’ I did not say anything 
about its belrig impossible to vote ap- 
propriations for interna] improvements.’ 
‘I did not say anything about the coun- 
try roaiis and public schools being in 
had condition.’ I did not say that the 
vourt house In Morgan cost about $890 

“TI did not say that the people of Cal- 
houn county, embraced in. the proposed 
territory of Griggs, had less reasons ‘?r 
wanting a new county than either the 
eitizens of Baker or Early. I did gay 
that they’ had a modern court house, 
answering all the requirements of a court 
house of today; did say that It was ia 
tramed house and not so expensive ‘as 
brick, 1 said nothing &bout its costing 
eight hundred dollars or any other 
amount. I have never heard what it cost: 
never heard it discussed. If I were to 
guess at it would say it cost several 
thousand dollars. I said nothing at al) 
about the hotels in Morgan being poor. 
As to the roads, my information is they 
are up to the average. As to. the 
schools, while I said nothing about tem 
the other day, I. will say now I opre- 
sume they are as good as the schools of 
any cdOunty in this whole section. 

“I did not Bay anything about the ‘to- 
tal value of the public property in Bake? 
county.’ I said, when asked about the 
court house, that it was a very inferior 
one; and when asked if it was worth 
three hundred dollars, I said that it 
cost, no doubt more, but as we sold ours, 
a better one, when we went to move it, 
for that, I supposed it could not be sold 
for more than three hundred dollar-. 

“T said nothing about “the protection 
of prisoners from mobs.’ Said nothing of 
its ‘being impossible to afford them any 
eomforts, summer or winter.’ I did not 
say that ‘where such a state of affairs 
existed prisoners would be free from 
self lipberaTion.’- I did not say anything 
about ‘their being good prisomers if 
they . did not break jail; ‘Never 
had any such talk on ahy such subject.’ 

‘T did not say anything ‘about my ex- 
perience with mob violence, and that it 
would assert itself more. in isolated 
counties than otherwise.’ I did not say 
anything about ‘taking prisoners 
charged with any serious offense to 
Newton or. Morgan for . safe keeping.’ 
This subject was not discussed. [I did 
not say ‘it would be a miracle if the 
authorities ever reached jail with him,’ 
nor anything like trnat. I did not say 
that ‘the criminal could be almost as 
easily removed and mobbed, as a pig 
taken from a pen and slaughtered.’ 1 
said nothing on that subject. The sub- 
ject of pigs was not even mentioned. I 
did-not say anything about ‘the difficul- 
ties of enforcing law and ordcr in this 
county.’ * 

No Use for Militia in Court. 


‘While it is true that there are eight 
passenger trains here a day, as a mat- 
ter of fact that did not enter into the con- 
versation. I did not say anything about 
‘locating courts and prisons in easily 
accessible places, where troops may be 
rushed out in houses, in quarters, where 
no possibility of mobs being cut off in 
hiding.’ The subject of troops was not 
even hinted at in our entire conversa- 
tion. I have never had any use for them 
since I have been on the bench, and, 
therefore, never thought of their being 
@ necessary adjunct of court. 

“I did not say ‘the principal occupa- 
tion of the people here was turpentining 
and lumbering.’ The truth is the prin- 
cipal occupation is farming. I did say 
there was some turpentining and lum- 
being going on here, and there is. And 
I said we had a lot of the lowest type 
of negroes at these mills and turpentine 
camps; and the fact that they were in 
the community made it unsafe for a 
man to leave his family in the country, 
and did say that was one of the reasons 
why they ought to have a court hoube 
near enough for jurors and witnesses to 
come home to their families every night, 
after doing service as witnesses and 
jurors. 

Jurors from Isolated Sections. 


“I did not say that ‘I had ever ex- 
cused a subpoenaed witness from attend. 
ing court on accvunt of living in these 
isolated points.’ I did say they ought to 
be excused; and I say further, that 
invariably excused juror under these 
circumstances, from servi Of course 
I could not excuse a witness. 

*‘Now, I believe, I have about covered 
that part of the article which he says 
he got from me in the intervigw. Now, 
do not misunderstand me; he was here 
a day, as I understand it, talked with 
many of our people and went off and 
wrote up the article. Some statements 
he got from one man, and some from 
another, and in writang it up he evident- 
ly made a mistake as to where he got 
some of it. 

“There are some other inaccuracies I 
see in the article, but inasmuch as he 
does not charge that he got: that in- 
formation from me, I make no further 
allusions to them; with possibly two ex- 
ceptions which appear on the face of the 
map he published. The map shows that 
it is 25 miles from Blakely to .Damascus, 
and 35 miles from Arlington to Newton. 
As .a matter of fact it is only !6 or !8 
miles from Blakely to Damascus and 27 
or 28 miles from Arlington to Newton.

Governor’s Message Will er | 


and Organization of the Two 
Houses Will Be Perfected 
During the First Week 
of the Session. 


All Is In readiness for the opening of 
the general assembly of 1905-06 on 
Wednesday, June 28. ’ 
Simultaneeusly Gecretary Charles 8. 
Nortlien, of the former senate, and Clerk 
John: T.\Boifeulliet, of the old house, will 
call the respective new bodies to order 
and .announce the first business, the 
election of a president in the one and 


of a speaker in the other. 

Them in the senate there will come the | 
beginning of the end of a four-cornered 
fight for the office of president, while 
over in the house Hon. John M. Slaton, 
of Fulton, will be chosen presiding offi- 
ver by unanimous vote, as all opposition 
to his candidacy has long since disap- 
peared. Then will follow elections for 
president pro tem, of the senate and 
speaker pro tem. of the house, in ‘which 
there is also some considerable in- 
terest. 

With the new presiding officers ‘in their 
respective chaira, elections for secretary 
of the senate and clerk of the house will 
be in order. To these offices Hon. Charles 
S. Northen, of Fulton, and Hon. John‘ T. 
Boifeuillet, of Bibb, will be returned 
without opposition. Elecions of other 
officers, “such as chaplain, doorkeeper 
and messenger, will follow in each 
house, and both bodies will then’ be 
ready to begin the active work of the 
session. 

Governor Terrell's message may reach 
the house and senate on the opening day, 
in which event it will no doubt be read. 
Otherwise the elections, speeches .of 
thanks “for the honor conferred upon 
me,” and all that, and other usual pre- 
liminary business will be about all that 
will be done on the opening day of ‘the 
session. In any evemt. the governar’s 
message will be read in both houses not 
later than Thursday. 

One of the important features of the 
beginning of the session will: be the an- 
nouncement of the standing committees. 
These are appointed by the presiding 
officer of each house, and they requite 
careful : consideration in their make-up. 
(Much important legislation depends’ on 
the care and attention of these commit- 
tees, and particularly on the energy ard 
activity of their chairmen. The selection 
of these committees and their chairmen, 
therefore, is one of the gravest responsi- 
bilities that devolves. upon the presiding 
officer. 

Many members will come to the capitol] 
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on Wednesday with their bills already 
prepared, awaiting the first opportunity 
to get them close to the head of i 
calendar. A call of the roll of countiés 
for the introduction of  bilis will no | 
doubt be had on Thursday or Friday, so 
there will be plenty of matter for the 
committees to get to work upon by the 
beginning of the following week. And 
according to all reports the flood of {| 
bills will be kept up  prettty, well ; 
througnout the fifty days’ session, and | 
there will be no lacking for work to do. 

The committee on rules will have. to 
get to work as soon as it is appointed. 
Each house and senate adopts its own 
rules, and while they are in most re- 
spects the same as the rules of the pre- 
ceding bodies, there are usually somé 
changes to be made to conform to the 
views of tne changed membership or to 
remedy some possible evil prevalent un- 
der the old rules. Until the new rules 
are adopted each house will work under 
those in use by its predecessor. 

On Saturday, July |, at noon, Govy- 
ernor Joseph M,. Terre*l will be inaugu- 
rated for his second term. The oath 
of office will be administered as usual 
by Chief Justice T. J. Simmons, of the 
Supreme court, and then will follow the 
governor’s inaugural address, whica will 
conclude the simple but interesting cer- 
emony. All of the other state house of- 
ficers will take the oath of office before 
Governor Terrell after his inauguration. 

Thus the business of the first four 
days of the session will be largely pre- 
liminary, and the actual work of legis- 
tation will not be entered upon until 
the first of tne following week. But 
there is every indication of the fact that 
this is going to be a working session. 
Those of the members who have recent- 
ly visited Atlanta have had business in 
their eye, and their talk was of meas- 
ures whicn they propose to advocate. 
Already many reforms have been talked 
of. There is a reform wave in the alr, 
and numerous measures along the so- 
called ‘“‘reform’’ lime will doubtless make ‘ 
their’ appearance early in the session. 
And the fight to make them laws prom- 
ises to be more strenuous than ever be- 
fore. 

The opportunity is at hand for the 
legislature to do mucn for the advan- 
tage of the state, and it weuld appear 
from the expressions heard on almost 
every hand that the members propose to 
exert their best efforts in this direction.

The Constitution expects to see the 
philanthropic challenge thrown down 
so boldly by the alumni taken up 
with like warmth and genegpsity by 
the legislature and the people of Geor- 
gia. For the people of Georgia have 
as intimate an Interest in the exten- 
sion of the university as has the 
alumni; if anything, a more vital in- 
terest, since the motive of the latter 
is solely a desire to infinitely multiply 
for others the opportunities they 
themselves enjoyed, while the young 
men of the present and future gener- 
ations are to profit directly and tan- 


4c|gibly by the broadening of the insti- 


tution’s scope. 

The alumni, in common with the 
predominant element of thoughtful 
Georgians, has long recognized the 
exigencies of the situation at Athens. 
With the growth of the state and the 
evolution of educational science the 
demands on the university have mul- 
tiplied . proportionately. Still the 
buildings remain cramped within the 
narrow bounds of thirty-seven acres. 
The academic equipment is excellent, 
the faculty unsurpassed; but the log- 
ical expansion of the years has forced 
them, under existing conditions, to 
endure. circumscribed quarters and 
constant inconveniences which inev- 
itably militate against the afcomplish- 
ment of their best work. 

That is only a part of the story. 

The university has produced in the 
past and will produce in the future 
its share of eminent physicians, law- 
yers, statesmen, literatuers, scholars 
and, through its collateral branches, 
mechanical and electrical engineers, 
mill superintendents—broadly speak- 
ing, representatives in every profes- 
sional, technical and classical depart- 
ment of life. Its activity and its effi- 
clency in those essential respects is 
unquestionable. 

What has it done for the farmers of 
the state; the men that constitute the 
foundation of Georgia’s wealth and 
the backbone of her. population? 

There is an academic branch at the 
university at present devoted to agri- 
culture, but it is purely—academic. 
It has neither the space, the equip- 
ment, the machinery, the facilities to 
impress lastingly on the mind of the 
student the knowledge he gains from 
textbooks. North and South Carolina, 
Alabama and Texas—states in some 
respects poorer in soil resources 
than Georgia—maintain colleges that 
graduate young men capable of apply- 
ing to the cultivation of the soil the 
latest principles devised by science. 
Cognizance has been taken of the 
fact that agriculture has advanced as 
marvelously as any other industry. 
So that year by year the crops of 
those states are being produced, in 
increasing ratio, with a minimum of 
iabor and cost and a maximum of 
fertility; articles that their fathers 
would never have dreamed of produc- 
ing, these young men are adding to 
the assets of the states under the in- 
telligent guidance of scientific edu- 
cation; they are learning how to con- 
vert their arid, wornout lands into 
profitable acres, and how to protect 
them from the eroding influence of 
rains and freshets; under the new 
regime they have discovered that 
farming is as serious, as complicated, 
as difficult a business as any that 
makes the wealth of a nation, and 
that its possibilities are as limitless. 

Through no fault of the trustees or 
faculty of the University of Georgia, 
the farmers of this state have not 
been given similar advantages. At- 
tempt after 
adequate agricultural college has 
tailed, and thrust them back on the 
primitive methods inherited from their 
fathers—methods insufficient to cope 
with the demands of this new and in- 
genious age. The details of the 
handicap are familiar to the readers 
of The Constitution. They have been 
set forth in a series of strong and in- 
teresting articles in this paper by 
Hon. J. J. Conner, of Bartow county, 
one of the most intelligent and per- 
sistent advocates of the projected 
agricultural college, and one of the 
leading farmers of the state. 

The alumni of the university has 
now taken the decisive step toward 
correcting the deficiencies noted pre- 
viously and adjusting the grievous 
inequality which inures to the loss 
of the farming interests of the state. 
This they have done in the confident 
hope and belief that the legislature 
and the people will supplement their 
efforts in substantial fashion. The

Their efforts and coopera- 
tion have insured the enlargement of 


the campus from 37 to 600 acres, at} 


a ‘cost of approximately $100,000, 
which is to be given to the state. — 
Having provided at this great cost 
the ground for the agricultural col 
lege and other improvements, have 
they not offered convincing earnest 
of their loyalty and enthusiasm? Have 
they not gained the right to appeal 
to the legislature and the people of 
Georgia for a subetantial support 
which shall carry these imperative 
projects to a speedy completion? 
The people of this state are always 
responsive to such eloquent inspira- 
tion as we have here set forth. The 
legislature convenes in a few days 
and the matter of the agricultural 
college “will be one of the first for 
consideration. It is our belief that 
its members will meet the aggressive 
loyalty of the alumni in a like spirit. 
Surely, the material interests of the 
largest element of our population and 
of the state itself, places such action 
in the light of an inescapable duty. 


The Situation in China. 

The Constitution prints today a 
highly interesting letter from Rev. 
Dr, Young J. Allen, who writes from 
Shanghai of the menace to American 
interests of all kinds involved in the 
proposed Chinese boycott. 

Dr, Allen, whose long résidence in 
China gives peculiar authority to his 
utterances, sees in the present retal- 
latory measures on the part of the 
Chinese a movement which bodes ill 
for not only American trade in the 
Chinese empire, but for all American 
missionary enterprise as well. He 
testifies to the fact that the Chinese 
have full and just cause for their re- 
sentment toward American methods, 
and his hope that extremes will not 
be reached is based solely upon con- 
fidence that the American authorities, 
being warned, will take prompt 
action. 

Dr. Allen makes a suggestion with 
reference to the system of inspection 
which ought to command respectful 
attention at the nands of American 
authorities, tending, as he feels sure 
it would, to a solution of the present 
difficulties. It ig evident from the 
tone of his letter, however, that he 
believes every American interest will 
be seriously damaged unless prompt 
action ig taken by the responsible of- 
ficials of this government. 


Proposed Monument to Oglethorpe. 

There will be presented to the leg- 
islature at itg coming session a me- 
morial urging cooperation on the part 
of the state with the movement un- 
dertaken by the Colonial Dames for 
the erection of a monument to Gen- 
eral Oglethorpe, at Savannah. 

The ladies who have undertaken 
this patriotic and highly laudable en- 
terprise have made an excellent start, 
having secured through their own et- 
torts a fund amounting to $3,000, and 
they will memorialize the legislature 
for such supplemental sum as will be 
necessary to insure the success of 
their project. Hon. Pleasant A. Sto- 
vall, of Chatham, will, at the request 
of the ladies comprising the commit- 
tee, present the memoria] and intro- 
duce a bill embodying its provisions 
The ladies have assurances of support 
from many members of the senate 
and house. 

The enterprise to which these la- 
dies have devoted their efforts so ab- 
sorbingly is one which ought to ap- 
peal to the patriotism of all Geor- 
gians. That there should be within 
the borders of thestatesuch a monu- 
ment to the great founder of the orig- 
inal colony goes without saying; and 
the proposition to locate it at the 
scene of his activity will seem to all 
Georgians the appropriate thing. It 
should be such a monument as will 
be a glory and honor to Georgia for 
all time. 

The members of the Georgia Soci- 
ety of Colonial Dames deserve much 
credit for the enthusiasm with which 
they have undertaken this work. The 
members of the local committee are 
Mrs. J. L. Byers, chairman, Mrs. 
George M. Traylor, Mrs, John M. Sla- 
ton, Mrs. Hugh Bancker, Mrs. Francis 
Block, Mrs. J. C. Olmstead, Mrs.

in general: The item of coffee fur- 
nishes a curious insight into Cuban 
productive conditions since the rebel- 
lion for the island’s independence. 
For centuries Cuba has produced an 
excellent article of coffee, and in 
abundance greater than the local con- 
sumption, but now, it would seem, the 
coffee importers of the United States 
reship the Brazilian berry to Havana 
to make up the evident shortage in 
the native supply. As the item in- 
dicates a considerable trade in coffee, 
here would seem to be an excellent 
opportunity to find a market for Porto 
Rico coffee near homé. The coffee 
industry in this insular possession of 
Uncle Sam is represented as languish- 
ing for lack of customers. 

It is worth noting that we have 
sent to Cuba over 10,000,000 more 
yards of cotton cloth in the last ten 
months than we did in the correspond- 
ing ten months of the preceding year. 
The cotton mills of the south, being 
conveniently located for the West In- 
dian trade, are naturally getting their 
share of it, and Cuba is proving to 
them a very profitable customer. And 
this business is destined to very large- 
ly and rapidly increase, 

Tt is pointed out that the last year 
of Spain’s political domination in Cuba 
Was in 1898. In that year the United 
States exported to Cuba $9,561,656 
worth of goods. In 1905, with May 
and June estimated, we shall ship to 
the island $38,000,000 worth of goods, 
which represents more than four 
times as much trade with Cuba under 
its independence. Every year since 
1898 has shown a consistent, steady 
gain, averaging about $10,000,000 in- 
crease every year. 

Ouba is a great and growing coun- 
try, with great future consumptive 
possibilities ag a customer of the Uni- 
ted States. The American govern- 
ment made no mistake, from a stand- 
point of commercial self-interest, in 
giving the struggling young republic 
a “square deal” after the expulsion 
of the Spaniard from the island. 


The Greater University Movement. 
(From The Thomasville Times-Enterprise.) 
There is another Greater Georgia move- 
ment before the people at present, that 
gives promise of splendid success. The 
graduates of the great state university 
love to refer to that institution as ‘‘Geor- 
gia,’”’ and that is the greater Georgia to 
which we refer. ' 

The plan is one of great magnitude, 
but it is simple in execution, and al- 
ready well on the way to realization. In 
its fulfillment every alumnus of the uni- 
versity should be proud to play a part. 
The plan ig nothing less than to extend 
the present campus of the university 
from its present cramped limits of thirty- 
seven acres to a magnificent tract of 
over five hundred acres of land. The unl- 
versity must have more room to carry 
out the projects of its friends. The writer 
well remembers the shock of disappoint- 
ment he felt when he first saw the uni- 
versity’s bulldings huddled together in a 
area. They seem attractive 
enough now surrounded by fond memory’s 
golden haze, but they didn’t then. And, 
of course, we know now that it is the 
men within her walls and the men who 
have gone out from them that make tne 
university great. There is absolutely av 
reason, though, why the institution shou:d 
not have outward evidences of inward 
grace. 

The increased area will give room for 
growth and expansion. It will allow che 
erection in proper surroundings of a 
$75,000 Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion Building with gymnasium. If _ the 
fegislature will do its duty, it will appro- 
priate $100,000 for an agricultural college 
worthy of the state and the scuth, to 
use part of this new ground. The alumni 
will then be asked to contribute another 
$100,000 to carry through this splendid 
project and no one doubts that they will 
do it. 

This {s a psychological moment in the 
university’s history. It would be a mat- 
ter of great sectional pride, and intense 
satisfaction if the south Georgia alumni, 
few in number, but loya] in interest, 
could take a leading part in this great 
work, and we believe they will.

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Kinship With the Good and Great. 


By Dr. H. S. Bradley. 


ROBABLY the most pathetic 
passage in a life that was full 
of chapters of suffering was 
the issue which came early in His 
public ministry between Jesus and 
His mother and brethren. They did 
not understand Him. He behaved so 
strangely that many found the easiest 
explanation of His conduct in the 
theory that He was demented. The 
Scribes and Pharisees said that H« 
was in league with Beelzebub. The 
citizens of Nazareth, among whom He 
had grown up, decided, upon hearing 
His sermon in the town synagogue, 
after His return from His first preach- 
ing tour, that He was not fit to live, 
and sought to cast Him over the 
precipice which bordered one side of 
the little city. His own household, to 
whom He ought to have been able to 
look for understanding and sympathy, 
said that He was “beside himself.” 
When He escaped from the enraged 
citizens of Nazareth and returned to 
the lake region of Galilee to carry on 
His work, His mother and brothers 
followed Him for the purpose of ar- 
resting Him and carrying Him home. 
Mark in 3:21-35 gives us the scene. 


He was in a house preaching to the} 


twelve, whom He had just chosen, 
and other disciples, when His mother 
and brothers came and, standing with- 
out, sent a message to Him to come 
out. But He knew what was in their 
minds and refused to go. A breach 
was made in the family that day 
which seems never to have been 
healed till, on a certain Passover eve, 
years later, when the young Prophet 
from Nazareth was executed as a 
malefactor outside the wall of Jeru- 
salem, and His mother, unable longer 
to restrain her maternal] love, came 
to His cross to weep. 

There was deep meaning in the 
Master’s words when He said, “If any 
man cometh unto me and hateth not 
his own father, and mother, and wife 
and children, and brethren and sis- 
ters, yea and his own life also, he 
cannot be my disciple.” Doubtless 
there are parents who encourage 
their children to obey the voice of 
God in their hearts that speaks a call 
to duty, but cases are all too com- 
mon where the opposition of those 
who love us best is the most serious 
obstacle in the way of our meeting 
the obligation which God lays upon 
us. Those parents who are willing 
for their sons to become humble min- 
isters or missionaries, or for their 
daughters to become workers in the 
slums are not as numerous as those 
who in their secret hearts desire ease 
and riches and social standing for 
their children. 

But the very misunderstanding and 
opposition of the members of His own 
household was the occasion of the ut- 
terance of one of the most profound 
truths of the Lord’s teaching—a 
truth at once scientifically accurate 
and full of comfort. “Who,” said the 
Master, “is my mother and my breth- 
ren,” then, stretching out His hand

were listening to His words, He said, 
“Whosoever shal] do the will of God, 
the same is my brother, and sister, 
and mother.”

New York, June 24.—TSpecial.)—The 
most interesting topic of the week has

For some time past a great 
leal has been heard about the alleged 
purpose of the Ierisiature to punish rec- 
penized abuses. Politicians have been 
busy this week among themselves and 
in the financial district, and presto! the 
reforms are dropped into the background, 
with no possibility of telling when they 
will be resurrected from their desuetude. 
Wall street offers all sorts of theories 
as to what has happened. “Corruption,” 
many have suggested. ‘Politicians 
bought up,"’ suggested others, ‘‘with lit- 
tle doubt as to where the funds come 
from.” There is, however, a much sim- 
pler wav of ‘“influencing’’ legislators. 
Men who would not think of taking a 
bribe can frequently be reached by stock 
market tips, which amount to a guar- 
antee that prices will go up a certam 
number of points. This is a convenient 
way of “cashing in’’ and it can be done 
In such a way that there is no actual 
taking of a “roll” behind one’s back. 
The politician can truly say that he is 
Mot taking a cent for doing a thing, or 
for refraining from ‘passing medstres 
Which would greatly injure certain inter- 
ts. He soothes his conscience, per-

One can hardly blame the Chinese for 
resisting, but it is certainly most dis- 
agreeable here and detrimental to trade 
te have such a movement take place. 

Indignities Heaped on Chinese. 

So far as I can learn, what needs to 
be specially attended to is the clauses 
referring to other Chinese than the 
coolie or cheap labor classa As things 
now stand, all Chinese seem to be treat- 
ed as suspects and are made to undergo 
insufferable indignities on laading in the 
ports of the United States, I know, 
and we all know who reside on this side 

- of the water, what gentlemen Chinese—

BEHIND BARRICADES: 
PEOPLE WERE MASSED 


Anid They Fought the Czar’s Soldiers 
with Desperation—It Is Feared 
That the Fighting Was 
Renewed on Satur- 
day. 


St. Petersburg, June 26.—3; Pa. m.— 


St. Petersburg is without definite news 
of the happenings -on Friday and last 
night at Lodz, and there is the keenest 


apprehension that’ Saturday may have 
been marked by a renewal of the battle 
of Friday, the dead of which are ap- 
parently to be numbered by hundreds, 

Nothing approaching the disorders 
which passed far beyond tlge scale of 
recent demonstrations and approached 
the dignity of actual insurrection, fre- 
calling: the days of the “commune’’ in 
Paris has been recorded in Russia since 
the street fighting at Warsaw, during tne 
Polish revolutions’ of 1830 and i863. 
Tye events of January 22 ni St. Peters- 
burg, “red Suriday,”” were merely the 
dispérsal.of unarmed crowds. by soldiers, 
but at Lodz the troops were desperately 
opposed by an army of 60,000 working- 
men, many armed with reyolvers, de- 
fending substantial barrigades with bul- 
lets and showers of paving stones ana 
other missiles and even bombs. 

Task of Troops Difficult. 

The industrial quarters. quarters were 
apparently largely .in the hands of the 
manifestants and the task of the troops 
was akin to that of the Russian soldiers 
in the War in Turkestan when towns 
had to be stormed, street by street, al- 
most house to house. 

The .demolition of the barricade at 
Lodz required regwWar:sapper work under 
the fire of revolvers and, showers of mis- 
siles' from windows: of houses and by 
which «the troops suffered heavily. The 
military governor had.at his disposal 
four: regiments of infantry and two .of 
cavairy.. The last barricadés were taken 
at 4 o’clock Saturday morning. A dis- 
patch received by way of Warsaw és- 
timates the number of slain indefinitely 
at “several hundred” workmen and six- 
ty soldiers, but no definite statement

That $25,000 té Dead Man. 

Concerning the men whose names were 
said to be in the salary list of the 
Equitable society, though no.longer in 
the service of the -company, Chairman 
Morton today made public’ the state-

‘J, B., Loring, registrar, was the first 
clerk employed by the Equitable in 1874. 
He served the society forty-five years la 
positions of trust, for more than twenty- 
five years was chief of the society's se- 
curity department in charge of its vaults. 
His salary was $3,500 per annum, and 
on April 3, 1903, he left the service of 
the society on account of ill health, ahd 
his salary was continued as a. pension.

‘Halt Said To Re Due to Tiness of 
Lamsdorftf—Neither Russia Nor 
| Japan Seems Very Anxious 
for Armistice Just at 
Present, 


“Washington, June 24.—Peace negotia- 
tions between Russia and Japan are at 
a dead halt on account of the Wiriess of 
Count Lamsdorff, the Russian minister 
for foreign affairs. It ie explained of- 
ficially that nothing in the form of a 
hitch nas occurred, but the negotiations 


merely have been suspended temporarily. 

Count Cassini, the Russian ambassa- 
dor, had a brief interview with President 
Roosevelt today, but he had no addi- 
tional inmportant advices from his gov- 
ernment to conimunicate. He called 
merely to pay his respects to the preai- 
dent prior to the latter’s departure next 
Monday afternoon for the eummer. They 
discussed informally the peace situation, 
the president expressing his earnest hope 
that another general engagement on the 
battle field of Manchuria might be 
avoided by the negotiations for a perma- 
nent peace now pending. 

As to Armistice. 

It is learned that up to this time sug- 
gestions for an ammistice have not been 
received with absolute favor by either 
Russia or Japan. Quite naturally, each 
government is seeking an advantage 
over the other in the diplomatic sparring 
that is going on now, and among those 
in touch with the situation, it is reg@ra- 
ed as wnifkely that. definite arrange- 
ments for an armistice will be concluded 
—even if they should be concluded at all 
~—before the formal meeting of the plen- 
tpotentiaries of the two powers. 

As theretdfore noted, there is serious 
apprehension that unless a temporary 
suspension of hostilities be arranged, a 
great battle may be precipitated, the 
result of which might wreck completely 
the pending negotiations. . 

Not Even Envoys Named. 

It was expecteq confidently that an 
announcement of the names of the en- 
voys of the two powers to the Washing- 
ton conference coul dbe made by the end 
of thfs week; but as a matter of fact, 
the negotiations have not progressed in 
the least since Tuesday. That both Rus- 
sia and Japan have decided upon their 
representatives at the . conference is 
quite certain, but each government, for 
reasons of its own, declines to make for- 
mal announcement of them. 

It seems scarcely probable at this mo- 
ment that President Roosevelt will be in 
a position to authorize a further official 
statement of the status of the pending 
negotiations before he goes to Oyster 
‘Bay for the summer. While both Rus- 
sia and Japan have indicated that they 
may be ready to open the conference 
about the first of August, the belief in 
well informed quarters now Is‘that ‘ the 
convening of the plenipotentiaries is 
iikely to be delayed and that they may 
not get together until the middle or lat- 
ter part of August. 

Feeilng of Apprehension. 

In diplomatic circles Russia's delay 
in announcing her peace plenipotentia- 
ries has aroused a feeling of apprehen- 
sion. There is no lack of confidence on 
tke part of the president in Russia’s 
sincerity, but this delay in the prelim- 
inary negotiations, it is realized may 
have an exceedingly bad effect upon 
Prblic opinion in Japan. So far as an 
armistice is concerned, these negotia- 
tions must necessarilly be postponed un- 
tii. the plenipotentiaries have been an- 
nounced. 

In view of the’ fact the negotiaitons 
thus far, for the most part have beer 
directly with the emiperor, Count Lams- 
dcrff having been consulted about de- 
Fivropean ambassadors and ministers 
taille rather than principles, members 
of the diplimatic co are at a loss 
to understan why ‘the ess ofthe minis- 
ter for foreign affairs should block the 
eelection of the plenipotentiaries. Ths 
ar 8st. tersburg as & result of the 
feeling of anxiety tn Washington to- 
night are being put on the outlook for 
developments there which may explain 
the delay.

I inclose you some clippimgs from. the 
Shanghai papers, whith will tend to 
show how every American in this coun- 
try is involved. For if the proposed boy- 
cott is carried out it would mean the 
extermination of American trade and the 
suppression of all American missionary 
enterprise. Personally I do not feel ap- 
prehensive of the thing reaching a violent 
outbreak because I cannot imagine our 
American government being so blind to 
the situation as to allow matters to come 
to that issue. The Chinese people have 
been a long suffering people in this re- 
gard, but events and ménds:are changing 
over here and the Chinese will not stand 
much longer the treatment they have 
had to submit to in the past. 

This is no bluff; therefore, no mere 
fhreat. This must be borne in mind and 
accordingly should command the atten- 
tion of our people and secure to them 
the required redress. 

A Protest from Oregon. 

Washington, June 24,—That the threats 
of the commercial guilds of China to 
boycott American made goods has raised 
a serious question in the minds of this 
country’s business men and manufactur- 
ers is indicated by a telegram received 
by President Roosevelt from the Port- 
land, Oreg., chamber of commerce. The 
president authorized the publication of a 
telegram, which follows:

New York, June 24.—On a secreat miz- 
sion for the state department for which 
he was commissioned by President 
Roosevelt Francis B, Loomis assistant 
secretary of state, sailed for Southhamp- 
ton today on the steamer Philadelphia. 
Concerning the mission. Mr. Loomis 
said: 

“T am hot only going as special ambas- 
sador t6 receive Pau! Jones’s body but 
also have been commissioned by the 
president to perform a secret mission for 
the state department while abroad. I 
must decline positively to state what my 
mission is.”’

“I can say nothing,’ was his reply. 
Mr. Loomis said he expected that his

the duties of the American ambassador 
to France, Mr. McCormick, or with those 
of the retiring ambassador, Genera] H»r- 
dce Porter. The appointment of d@ =per- 
fal ambassador was made as a mark of 
particular respect to the great naval 9f- 
ficer and as a tribute of honor to the 
French government for the interest it 
has manifested in the body. . Mr. Loomis 
will not return to the United States with 
the remains of John Paul Jones, So far 
as they are concerned his ambassad ?r- 
ship will terminate with the receytion 
of the body and its transfer to the Amer- 
ican squadron, He has been comm's- 
sioned by the president, however to 
make an investigation of -the business 
methods of the various diplomatic posts 
of the United States in Europe with a 
view of bringing about such reforms as 
may be suggested by the Inquiry into his 
own experience in the state department. 
It is expected that this mission will oc- 
cupy him for perhaps two months. His 
inquiry will not affect in any way the 
conduct of the diplomatic business ‘of 
the embassies, and legations, but mrere- 
ly fiave to do with the administrative 
affairs. 
Tt-is not expected now that Mr. Loom- 
is will return to. the state department 
for any considerable time and he raav 
not return at all as assistant secretary 
of state. That he will receive some 7zp- 
povntment at the hands of the president 
eeems certain now but ft has not heen 
determined yet what the appointment 
will be.

NIGHT SCHOOL . 
CLOSES TERM 


Result of Y. M. C. A. Annual 
Examinations Have Been 
Announced, 


The records on the final examinations 
of the night @chool work of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association is out and 
the report shows that a number of At- 
lanta*boys have been successful in mak- 
ing @ good showing. 

In keeping with the general policy of 
the association throughout the country. 
the Atlanta educational night school 
work runs from October ! to April |. 
Examination week this year was the last 
week in March, at which time students 
throughout the entire country partici- 
pated. The method by which this is 
done is unique. The international com- 
mittee, as supervisory agency, secures 
the services of scientific, commercial, 
language, industrial and political experts 
to act as a board of éxaminers. These 
men prepare a syllabus of the work to 
be covered in each subject, these syllabi 
being sent to various associations months 
in advance of the examination date. Just 
befo6re the examinations questions are 
prepared by these examiners and for- 
warded. All the students participating 
in a given study must take the examl- 
nation on a specified night. Thus ali 
men wishing to take the examination in 
algebra, whether they live In Maine or 
California, do their work on the same 
night. In view of the standards set by 
the International committee and the per- 
sonnel of the cxaminers, over one hun- 
dred universities and colleges accept the 
certificates, which are given the suc- 
cessful students at their face value. 
Among the institutions of higher learn- 
ing thus recognizing the merits of asso- 
ciation educational work, as conducted 
in the night schools, ig the University 
of Georgla. Thus it will be seen that 
men who have been temporarily de- 
prived of a college course may work 
during the day and study at night, until 
such time as the necessary fyumds earned 
and the required knowledge gained make 
attendance upon the required school pos- 
sible,

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| Pessimistic Element Alleges That 

| Germany Is Hunting Trouble, 

but the Facts Hardly Seem 

To Warrant Such Gloomy 
Forebodings. 


Paris, June 24, 8 p. m.—For the first 
time since the ‘Fashoda incident the 
French republic is in the throes of the 
war fever. Whetner it will result in 
anything serious depends on Germany's 
respdnse to the French note on Morocco, 
but without considering the exact status 
of the diplomatic negotiations, a consid- 
erable element of the public and press 
seriously discuss the possibilities of a 
resort to arms. Army circles are partic- 
ularly active and at the military clubs 
the officers ae mainly engaged in mak- 
ing comparisons of the forces of France 
and Germany. While the financial lead- 
ers scout the idea of war, yet tne specu- 
lative element has been quick to seize 
the opportunity to raid French rentes; 
which; when they closed tonight, showed 
a fall of one franc, eight centimes witha 
in the week. 

The official view is that the situation 
while delicate, does not present any 4s- 
pect of danger or a crisis involving a 
-rupture of relations.. This ig the gov- 
ernmental view, and naturally presents 
the’ most favorable aspect of the con- 
troversy. However, the ambassad 
the leading powers express impartial/ 
| opinion fully sustaining the view. of the 
government, 

The Worst Aspect. 

It is pointed out in diplomatic quar- 
ters that the worst aspect of the Moroc- 
can question does not present a casus 
belli. An analysis of the controvery 
shows that the sultan of Morocco invited 
the powers to a.conference. Germany 
urges the powers, including France, to 
accept. Premier Bouvier’s latest note 
shows the willingness of France to con- 
sider a conference if Germany explains 
her purposes, but even should France 
decline to accept this, refusal of the in- 
vitation does not constitute a cause for 
war. 

A diplomat summed up the situation by 
saying that the complete failure of the 
present negotiations would not mean war, 
as the controversy then would proceed

France Is Ready. 

The controversy serves to call attention 
to the complete state of readiness of 
French military system tO meet any 
emergency. The present peace footing of 
the army is 530,000 men. This force is 
organized on an elastic basis, whereby 
the doubling and tripling of the strength 
of each company doubles and triples the 
aggregate army. The first.and second 
reserves are made up of trained men, 
who hertofore have completed the milli- 
tary service which the state requires all 
citizens to complete. The equipment of 
the reserve is always kept in readiness 
at the barracks. 

Military experts say that the calling 
of the first reserve to the colors would 
probably furnish an immediate force ap- 
proximately of a million trained men 
and thereafter the secondreserves an4 
the territorial militia would permit of 
much further expansion. The system of 
mobilization and equipment has under- 
gone great improvement as the result of 
lessons learned during the last war. An- 
nual manouevres which constitute mo- 
bilization: on a small scale are frequent 
and tests of mobilization occur in various 
districts in which the rw exrength of 
horses, wagons,trains and equipments 
are quickly assembled. This military 
| preparedness has no direct bearing on 
the present German controversy, but the 
military critice cite it as evidence that 
France is not likely to again suffer from 
the confusion and delay incident to the 
begining of the iast war.

It Is Feared at. Berlin That the

Berlin ,June 24.—The foreign Office of- 
ficials are busily engaged in studying 
French note on Morocco, the un- 
usual length of which will necessaruy 
delay answering it. Emperor William's 
absence at Kiel, the foreign office says, 
will cause no delay in the negotiations, 
inasmuch as he is daily informed on all 
points and his decisions are promptly 
given. 

As the study of Premier Rouvier’s an- 
swer progresses the fact becomes évi- 
dent that he has left mafy points open 
for discussion ang from which further 
negotiations can continue. 

The greatest difference now seems to 
be in agreeing On whether Germany and 
France shall seek to reach a separate 
agreement before the meeting of the con- 
ference, thus eliminating many matters 
from international action. Germany ap- 
parently holds the view that it would 
be an act of discourtesy to the powers 
which have already agreed to attend the 
conference if she arranges any matters 
beforehand with France. 

Official circles here continue to follow 
the affair with keen interest, but with- 
out anything like excitement, much less 
bellicose inclinations. They watch close- 
ly the movements of public opinion in 
France, and while it is recognized that 
the Fremch people at large have grown 
much less chauvinistic toward Germany 
in the last few years corresponding with 
the waning influence of the nationalist- 
clerical-military combination in French 
politics, some anxiety still prevails in 
Berlin lest the leaders of the oppagition 
to the French government again suc-

H. A. Etheridge, of the law firm cs 
Etheridge, Boykin & Etheridge, received 
4 letter from J. A. Boykin yesterday 
stating that the People’s Home Purchas- 
ing company, of Padukaly Ky., has been 
put in the hands of a permanent ceive". 
“Mr. Boykin says,” stated Mr. Ether- 
idge yesterday, “that a sensational state 
of affairs exists. The company recently 
assigned for $9,000 and Mr. Boykin says 
more than $4,000 are involved. Expert 
eccountants are now at work on the 
beoks and the indications are that there 
will be prosecutions for embezzlement.” 
Hopkins & Sons of Atlanta, are leading 
the fight for the plaintiff against the 
company. 

J. A. Mabry, a former representative of 
the company, who was recently arraigned 
cn a charge of cheating and swindling, 
nas made a statement of his connection 
with the company. He says he did 
not make any misrepresentations, bu: 
made only statements that officers Os 
the company had authorized him in writ- 
ins, to make. His statements follows: 

‘Last fall, I think & was about Septem- 
ber. |, 1 was approached by J. 8. Bor- 
deaux, the general manager of the Peo- 
ple’s Home Purchasing Company, of Pa- 
ducah, Ky., and asked if 1 would accept 
a position with his company as agent in 
Atlanta for the purpose of selling their 
home purchasing contracts, and showed 
me some of the literature of the com- 
pany and explained the plan of the com- 
pany. This literature showed that the 
company was a corporation, with a capi- 
tal stock Of $300,000, fully paid and non- 
assessable. Also the president of the 
company was W. B. Smith, president of 
the Western national bank, of Louisville, 
Ky., and the board of directors were men 
of unquestioned character, both as to 
their ability to carry out their contracts, 
as well ays thelr disposition to do sa 
Among the directors was the vice presi- 
dent of the Globe iBank and Trust Com- 
pany, of Paducah, also the treasurer of 
McCrackin county, of which Paducah 
fs the county seat. The vice president 
was H. H. Loving, who is now secretary 
of the Equitable Loan and Trust Gom- 
pany of this city. I went still further 
in my investigation of the company’s 
character by having my friends who were 
subscribers to ‘the commercial agencies 
to get special reports on the company, 
individually and collectively, and every 
report I could get showed. them to be 
people who were worthy of confidence.

Now Facing Southern 
Growers. 


Florence, Ala., June 24,—(Special.)}—Rel- 
ative to the press dispatches and circu- 
lar letters pecently sent out from the de- 
partment of commerce, Erister Ashcraft, 
of this city, secretary of the committee 
for the extension of the cotton markets 
of the Southern Cotton Association and 
chairman of a similar committee of the 
Amefican Cotton Manifacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, has expressed himself as much 
gratified fhat a few special agents are 
to be sent to the Orient soon. 

This, he says, is a distinct recognition 
of the request made by his committee,

or command is unknown.

STRANGE LIGHT IS SEEN 
MEET 


YLVANIA, GA., June 24.—(Special.) 
S R. R. Mock, of Sylvania, and Mr. 

Vandeville, of Atlanta, were wit- 
nesses' of a very peculiar and startling 
celestial phenomenon on Wednesday night 
of this week. They were driving in from 
a country trip about 10° miles above 
Sylvania, when, just before | o’clock in 
the morning, they perceived a bright 
light coming up’ above the horizon in the 
east, as if it was a very large star, 
The waning moon was then some dis- 
tance Up in the sky. Mr. Mock remark- 
ea that it was the largest star he had 
ever seen and his companion laughea and 
said that it was the top of a tree on 
fire some distance away. Directly, how- 
ever the strange Mght rose higher and 
they both saw then that it was in the 
sky and not of the earth; it appeared to 
the two men about the shape and size 
of an old field stump on ffre and the 
light would flash out on each side oc- 
casionally and then go back. Gradually | 
it rose higher, apparently at about the 
same rate as the other heavenly bodies, 
for they noticed that it remained at 
about the same distance from the moon 
all the fime. At times it looked like a 
large lantern hung in the heavens ‘an 
assumed different shapes until at last 
it became round like a full moon and as 
large and bright. Both the gentlemen de- 
| clare that the light from the s\range 
body lighted up all the trees in the 
woods through whieh they were driving. 
They watched it intently -until they ar- 
rived at Sylvania, about $3 o'clock in 
the morning, when they aroused a num- 
ber of the citizens, who got up and 
looked at it; it then appeared to be sev- 
eral times as large as the largest star 
and was some distamce up in the sky. 
Once or twice while they were gazing 
Jat it it would disappear from view for 
a minute.or two and would then reap- 
pear. It. was an absolutely clear night 
and there was not a cloud @ the sky. 
The strange visitor was watched intent- 
ly until’ approaching day obscured its 
sight and shut it ont.from view.

OSTON, June 24.—(Special.)—An

icans have more than $43,000,000 
invested in yachts; that $8,000,000 are 
spent every year for pleasure in yacht- 
ing, and that ff all the yachts, larg: 
ana small, were moored bow to stern in 
the Hudson river, beginning at the Bat- 
tery at the lower end of Manhattan Is- 
land, they would form a line, giving 
them leeway, that would reach to Al- 
bany, making it 155 miles long fromm 
end to end. For the most part the boats 
taken into account in these calculations 
are pleasure craft as distinguished from 
racers. Some of them measure up with 
gocd-sized ocean liners, have powerful 
eagines to move them, and are mannel 
by large crews. Cthers are little more 
than rowboats with. a mast stuck in 
the thwart, finding two to be company 
and there an |. uncomfortable crowd 
Pesides these there are the,racing ma- 
chines, with their masses of high-lif*- 
el canvas and their slender but rigid 
hulls, 

The accounts that come from across 
the water of Sir Thomas Lipton’s pre- 
rarations for again contesting the in- 
ternational yacht trophy has started 
afresh the discussion as to whether, 
after all, competitions between racing 
machines, which could hardly be called 
beats except that they float and are 
Eropelled by sails, are really worth 
while, In the new rules of the: New York 
Yacht Club, final decision on which Sir 
Thomas must await before the exac:

make yacht racing more truly a sport 
and less wholly a game. 

The “freaks’’ sometimes turned out 
for racing purposes are, of course, ex- 
ceptions. The man who designs them 
rneeg not be so much a naval archi- 
teci as a mechanical genius. Indeed. 
your real designer of ships, sloops and | 
schooners has tather contempt, as 17 
craftsman, for vessels with no practi- 
ca' possibilities. Yet while developing 
the fastest racing machines that trav- 
erse the waters, Americans have lost 
ncne of their skill in evolving other 
types of vessels, not only of merchant- 
men but of such classes as the three- 
mested Ajtlantic, the sturdy seagoing 
yacht which won the recent trans- 
Atlantic seailing contest. 

In the study of naval architecture, as 
the science of designing and constructing 
all kinds of vessels is called nowadays, 
yacht building plays a useful part, if 
not an ultra-important one. At the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
where naval architecure has been de- 
veloped into a department of standards. 
so high that the United States govern- 
ment sends its naval consfructors there 
for training, every student taking the 
course is called upon to Jay down the | 
lines of a yacht and construct her 
model. In some cases the boat is actu- 
ally built, too, though that is a matter 
of pleasure with the individual and not 
one of the requirements of his educa- 
tion, which ultimately fits him to -de- 
sign, and ~ construct great seagoing 
“‘wind-jammers”’ and steamers. 

The difference between a sail boat 
and a yacht, as Professor Cecil H. Pea- 
body, the head of the naval architec- 
ture department of the Institute, puts 
it, is that you hire one for 25 cents an 
hour and buy the other for $2,500 or $285,- 
000. The chief difference between a 
good, serviceable boat intended for pleas- 
ure cruising and a fisherman or a 
merchantman, is in workmanship and 
finish, living accommodations in the place 
of cargo room, and seaworthiness com- 
bined with some speed instead of mere 
ability to carry a heavy load and stand 
hard buffetting. None of the qualities 
of the less ornate craft are to be de- 
spised in the yacht, however, and the 
skilful designer of pleasure boats is he 
who makes the most successful combina- 
tion of all the lements that count for 
speed, comfort and safty. 

Different kinds of vessels have their 
own peculiar requirements. The Glou- 
}cester fisherman, for example, combines 
speed and carrying capacity with a spec- 
ial sort of stability that enables her 
to lie to and “stay put’ in any kind of 
weather. When she is on the Grand 
Banks, and her dozen or fifteen boats 
are scattered about her at the trawls, 
she must come as near to standing 
where she stops: as the restless cean will 
allow anything on its gurface to do. When 
her boats come back at the end of the 
ray’s work they must find her where 
they left her and they must be able to 


approach and board her with ease; that 
is, her shape must be such that she will 
not edge away or swing about with 
every variation of wind and waves. 
When she turns homeward, deep taden

J. S&S. Weeks, who accompanied the re- 
mains from Brooksville, gives the‘ follow- 
ing particulars of the killing: Keagin, 
who was in Norman’s employ, was beat- 
ing a negro when Norman remonstrated 
with him. This made Keagin angry anu 
he demanded if Norman wanted to take 
the negro’s pert. The Yeply wag cut 
he did not, but that there was no use 
to beat the negro. Keagin picked up an 
ax and started to advance on Norman 
with it when the latter put his hand to 
his pocket and told him ‘not to come on 
him with the weapon. Keagin dropped 
the ax and exclaimed, “If shooting is 
what you want I am in for it,’ drew his 
pistol and shot Norman twice, from the 
effects of which he died in three m.n- 
utes. Norman did not draw his pistol 
at all. Keagin fied and so far has 
eluded capture, although a strong effort 
will be made to get him. Keagin is said 
to have killed a negro in Colquitt coun- 
ty before going to Florida.

My recent letters on hospital, nursing 
land on the possibilities of work in New 
York for young women willing to s¢w 
by the day, have brought me a shower 
of missives, which it is impossible to 
answer individually, but perhaps the 
yceung women who wrote them may find 
in this general answer some satisfactory 
replies to their many questions. I only 
wish I could help, in a more personal 
and individual way, the young southern 
girls who have written me letters, which 
show me they must be capable and 
clever seamstreésses. 

I find that my letter on sickroom ex- 
periences has been greatly misunder- 
stood by séveral correspondents, who 
tell me they are hospital nurses them- 
Selves, and that they hate the work, 
and are glad to know I have punctured 
through #0 much of the sham and nort- 
sense about it. That I do not approve 
of trained nurses is the very last im- 
pression I would willingly convey. I do 
think that an intelligent sympathetic 
person, with some knowledge of medi- 
cine and the common diseases to which 
mortal flesh is heir may be superior to 
an unintelligent and bad-tempered train- 
ed nurse, but a fine trained nurse is a 
perfect ange] of mercy in a sick room, 
I have had reason during a long iliness 
years ago to crown the trained nurses 
who were good to me as the sweetest of 
saints in my memory.

Stepping stone to literature, provided 
one has some small germs of talent, than 
the experiences gathered from a sick 
room, They are wonderful experiences to 
péople with minds, and the trained nurses 
whom I've known who were well bred 
and intelligerit women were also re- 
markably gmteresting. The sick room 
unveils hearts and souls, It brushes away. 
the ties and affectation of civilization. 
Gtown men and women become again 
as little children and speak the truth. 
Then, too, there is so much that is 
interesting and absorbing in the mere 
mechanical] things the nurse does for 
the relief of a patient. Typho:d fever 
offers the truly fine and conscientious 
nurse the finest opportunities to develop 
her own powers in bringing her patient 
through. So much of the ability of nurs- 
ing depends upon phychic powers, upon 
intultion. To know in typhoid fever just 
what to do and when to do it, to pull 
the patient out of a sinking spell just 
at the right moment, to watch and 
wait, to do quickly when the time comes, 
to cheer and comfort—ah! what work in 
all the world requires more brain, more 
skill and power of mind and body than 
this! 

But, my dear young woman, you to 
whom nursing is now hateful, if you 
can't adjust your mind and your sympa- 
thies to it, get out at once, ~ 

Some doctors may be frauds, and may 
be contemptible, therefore, in the eyes 
of the nurses they employ, but a nurse 
should not receive the patronage of a 
physician she does not believe in. There 
must be faith and confidence on both 
sides. Of course the profession of train- 
ed nursing is abuged like all others, and 
of late years since nursing by family 
friends has gone out of vogue even in 
small towns, the demand for trained 
nurses being great has produced a rather 
motiey supply. Many of the girls who 
go into the work have no fitness for it 
and many older women who take it up 
have been shaken into it by some ill 
wind of hard personal experience, for 
trained nursing is almost as much of a 
refuge at present for the woman with a 
past as the stage. Some of these wom- 
en, however, have proved excellent 
nurses and some light-headed girls have 
devéloped into excellent trained nurses 
also, It is just a gift, that’s all; and 
like other gifts, training and experience 
develops it. 

There can be no greater torture; 
though, I think, than for a girl who 
hates a sick room, who loaties sick peo- 
ple and their complaints, who finds noth- 
ing interésting in “the whole business, 


for which she is wholly unfitted. 

Letters have poured in to me about 
sewing by the day in New York; lots 
of them nicely written letters, too, and 
I've no doubt the girls who sent them are 
clever and capable of earning a living as 
seamstresses, but it is impossible for me 
to recommend them without knowing per- 
sonally their ability. How can I tell what 
sort of seamstress a girl is who never 
sewed for me? Some people are very siow 
in their work. Some bave few ideas 
themselves, and others find it impossible 
to carry out correctly the ideas of others. 

That is exactly why there is a crying 
demand for good seamstresses all over 
the country. I -wtave had a number of 
women, and out of the lot only one who 
could comme to the house, take the work I 
planned and carry it out intelligentiy 
without botherfhg me to death. 

This woman lives in Washington, and 
she has so many children and so much

During the past six years Mr. Perry 
has been assistant aashier of the Bank 
of Canton, of which institution he has 
been a director since its organization in 
1892, and has given his time and energies 
mainly to the business of the bank, to- 
gether with his duties as the only fire 
insurance agent here for twenty-odd 
years. However he finds time to look 
after many other duties and to direct his 
farming and orchard interests at Wni- 
veter, where his family resides. He was 
one of the first to set out an orchard 
of 12,000 Elberta peach trees in this 
county, and this year has fine fruit on 
a few of his trees. 

In politics Mr. Perry has always been 
an aggressive democrat, representing 
Cherokee at many of the state and con- 
gresSional conventions of his party. He 
was the first fourth-chass democratic 
postmaster appointed in Georgia in 1893 


under the Cleveland administration, and 
served in that capacity a little more 
than four years at Canton. He has also 
served Canton twice as mayorand several 
times as a member of the town council 
and held many other places of honor and 
trust @ the county, including that of 
clerk of superior court, to fil’ the un- 
expired term of James L. Jordan, who 
died in office a few years ago. Although 
not an active candidate, he received a 
handsome vote in the primary three 
years ago for representative of Cherokee 
county. This year the populists were al- 
lowed to come into the democratic pri- 
maries. 

Upon the death of Judge James O. 
Dowda in C§nton in !880 Mr. Perry was 
appointed The Constitution’s correspon- 
dent for Cherokee county and is, there- 
fore, one of the oldest correspondents, 
continuously in the service of The Con- 
stitution, being still its correspondent 
for this section. He has served the pa- 
per on geveral speciaj] occasions on re- 
quest of its editor. 

Mr. Perry is a Methodist in religion 
and ¢or many years was superintendent 
of the Methodist Sunday school in Can- 
ton, and also president of the Cherokee 
County Sunday Schoo} Association and 
a frequent district delegate tothe an- 
nual conferences of hig church. He is 
also a trustee of the Reinhardt Normal 
college at Waleska_and treasurer of the 
board. He has served twice as worship- 
ful master of the Masonic lodge in Can- 
ton, as secretary of the Royal Arch 
Masons at that place and also as noble 
grand of the Canton lodge of Odd Fel- 
lows; he was also one of the ninth dis- 
trict deputies of the grand lodge, Free 
and Accepted (Masons in 1901.

Mr. Perry was the second president of 
the Georgia Weekly Press Association 
and one of the organizers of the as- 
sociation at Milledgeville In 1886. He is 
now and has been for several years secre- 
tary of the Georgia Press Association, 
which association he has also served as 
vice president. 

At the organization of the Southern 
Mining convention in Atlanta a few 
years ago Mr. Perry was named as presi- 
dent and has ever been active in the 
work of bringing to the attention of min- 
ing men and capitalists the matchless 
resources of this part of tha state and 
instrumental in the development of ses- 
eral g0od properties in north Georgia.

For this 
reason the Russian public, which is far 
from being crude and unsophisticated, 
has generally accepted the older man as 
the Hterary successor of Turgenev—the 
man who has done for the Russian short 
story what Turgenev did for the Rua- 
sian novel. Although the son of a serf, 
Chekhov studied medicine. He gradu- 
ated from the University of Moscow, but 
practiced his profession only for a short 
time. WPven as a student he was con- 
tributing his short stories to the maga- 
zines, 

In one respect CheKhov’s work is in 
decided contrast to most of the fiction on 
which our ideas of Russian literature are 
founded. The gloom of the steppes is 
over neatly every story of Turgenevy, 
Dostolevsky and Gorky; but Chekhov is 
often distinctly the humorist. . Indeed, 
many of his earlier stories incurred crit- 
icism because of this very quality, and 
it is only in his later work that the Rus- 
sians recognized the seriousness and the 
painstaking observation of life which 
they hold essential in fiction. 

At his death Chekhoy left a large num- 
bre of short tales (some of which have 
not yet appeared in print), a few plays 
ef notably fine quality, and a single 
novel. “The Dwuel,” which is published 
for the first time in English in the pres- 
ent issue of “Tales.’’ Undoubtedly this 
story is one of the most important in 
modern Russian literature, and it offers 
a compendium of the author’s salient 
characteristics. Serious as is its study 
of life and manners, it is lightened by 
many touches of the dry, cynical humor 
of which Chekhov was a master.

| oduntry is what regulates itspuurchasing 
| power, and gives it «commercial 
rank among the nations. In the 
outset it may be well to state, 
by way of comparison, that the 
annual exports of the United States, when 
divided between the population, amounts 
to about $20 for each man, woman and 
child; while the purchases of Japan, ap- 
plied to its population in the same way, 
is a trifle less than $3 per capita. This 
would seem to inndicate that the earning 
capacity of one American is equal to 
that of seven Japanese. After following

a new house is in course of construction.

THE ORIENTAL CARPENTER. 

The various kinds of workmen on the 
new structure arrive before 7 o'clock, 
but they do not go to work promptly. 
They build a little fire and gather around 
it to talk and thaw out. By 8 o'clock 
the most of them are at work. They all 
wear blue cotton suits with characters 
upon them to indicate their guild, as well 
as the firm or individual for whom they 
are working. This is their winter garb— 
in summer they wear nothing but a cloth 
around their loins, and a band about 
their forehéads to keep the sweat from 
running down their faces. 

The carpenter’s wages range from 30 
to 45 cents mer day (all quotations in 
this article are in American money), ac- 
cording to their grade. They use the 
erudest kind of tools, not even having 
the claw hammer ,which our workmen 
consider so indispensable. I saw one 
of them starting an American wire nai] in 
a board. He put it in the wrong place, 
but aid not discover hig mistake until he 
had taken one whack at it with his awk- 
ward hammer. The nail was half way in 
and he had no means of getting hi out. 
He stood regarding it with a puzzled look 
on his face, and I felt like suggesting 
that he pull it gut with his teeth Ili 
was finally removed with laborious effort 
by using a pair of tongs. All the work- 
men waste much time in the contempla- 
tion of unimportant detail. They con- 
stantly misapply their strength, loiter 
to talk and smoke, and when two or more 
are working together at any task they 
insist On chanting a droning song at every 
stroke. It requires little investigation 
to conclude that this labor is cheap 
mainly because its productive power Is s0 
small, 

HOUSES MUST FIT MATS. 

One peculiarity of a Japanese house 
is the fact that ‘its dimensions are 
governed by the size of the mats which 
are to go upon the floors when it is 
ccmpleted. These mats are always 
made in multiples of three, and the 
fecors are constriuated to correspond 
with them. Japanese lumber is made 
to conform to this arrangement, and 
there is no waste to it at all, The na-

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will probably consist of five persons. 
In most cases, both the man and the 
woman work and their combined income 
will not exceed $6 or $8 per month. 
First, they rent a house, |2 by {5 feet 
square, for 75 cents or $1 per month, 
according to the location. Their food 
consists of rice, fish and vegetables— 
if they are very poor they can not 
afford rice. Fish and vegetables are 
exceedingly cheap. The fgirnishings of 
their house are so scant that the family 
never hires a dray when moving day 
cemes—they can easily carry everything 
o'. their backs. This is illustrated when- 
ever there is an alarm of fire. The 
fragile, inflammable houses are easily 
consumed, and the first indication of 
danger from this source will cause the 
immediate exodus of a whole community, 
householq effects and ali. 

The expense of dress is insignificant. 
The cost of a man’s winter outfit will 
not exceed a dollat and a half. In 
summer he goes naked. The woman 
can purchase a kimona at almost any 
price. Foreigners wonder why the na- 
tives do not discard their wooden clogs 
and wear shoes. If these wondering 
strangers will furnish something equal!* 
as serviceable as the native sandals, for 
a nicke}) a pair, they will doubtless be 
able to secure some customers. The

ALL LABOR IS CHEAP. 

The low scale of wages is not con- 
fined to common workmen. The high- 
est priced laborers in Japan are the 
stone-masons and shoe-makers, the best 
of whom receive a dollar a Gay. 

The scale for printers and 
workers is fifty cents a day, while a 
painter will command sixty cents, The 
foreman of ‘the electric light plant in 
Yokoaama—remember that this is a city 
forty-five cents a day for his skilled 
services. He is an educated electrician 
but his salary is lower than that of

The government has thus been grad- 
ually forced to raise its scale in order 
to keep the most desirable employees 
in its service, The policeman are fur- 
nished with uniforms and paid tairty 
cents a day. The clothes they wear on 
duty are the best they have ever worn, 
or will ever wear if they quit their 
jobs. Bookkeepers and accountantts for 
private native firms are paid about 
thirty cents a day, with room rent, 
board and sometimes with even tobacco 
thrown in. Seeing that tne employers 
are so generous [In providing perquisites, 
I suppose the boys are willing to furnish 
their own matches. The average pay 
of the 8,000 clerks in the employ of the 
government in various parts of Japan is 
fifty cents a day. This is quite a con- 
trast to the fat jobs our politicians 
hand around among thelr friends, 

RAILROAD SERVICE IS POOR. 

The railroad employees are as poorly 
paid as those of the government and nri- 
vate concerns. The station master in 
Yokohama, who has several hundred peo-

cheapness prevailing in other branches of 
industry.

30 cents for ten hours work. During this 
time he sits on his legs in tailor fashion 
and draws the most delicate designs.

,to come to them. 

Doubtless the most persistent canvasser 
for business is the talilor—generally a 
Chinaman. These tradesmen are thicker 
than mosqultoes. They are after the 
tourist at the hotel before he has his 
trunk unpacked. They always have ther 
samples with them and will deliver gar- 
ments almost before the American tailor 
would have the cloth for it. A. gtest in 
the hotel where I.am stopping received 
an invitation to attend an afternoon par- 
ty and his card stated that gentlemen 
would be expected to wear frock suiis 
and high hats. He did not have such 
a guit and had less than twenty-four 
hours in which to get one. but a tallor 
took his order, gave him one ‘“‘try-on’’ 
‘and had the clothes ready for him sey- 
era] hours before it was time to dress 
for the function. Nor was it a shoddy 
Job. The same thing would have cost 
$125 in New York, but the charge here 
was only 70 yen—about $35 in American 
money. hen asked how it was possible 
for him to turn out work so rapidly, the 
foreman smiled and said tailors were 
cheap and plentiful. The coat took the 
most time, so he put five men to work 
on ft. They sat on the floor in a circle 
with, the garment between them. One 
worked on each sleeve, one on each tall 
and one on the collar and body. The 
tailors’ union here has no rule about over- 
time and the fact that they had to work 
all night was not taken Into account 
at all.

A Northwest Dixie. 

Considering the diametrically opposite 
rositions which Georgia and Oregon oc- 
cupy on ithe map there are many strik- 
ina resemblances found here, not only 
in the country and its products, but in 
the people who have made it what Kk is. 
The cordial manner of the people met 
on tthe streets and in the exposition 
grounds is crtainly more like the south 
than a visitor would expect and a great 
deal more like t# than he would find 
anywhere else.

Portland was founded in 1846, the year 
in which the treaty with. Great Britain 
was signed, whereby the’ United States 
acquired undisputed title to tthe territory 
known as the “Oregon Country,” em- 
bracing the present states of Oregon, 
Washington and Idaho, with portions 
of Montana and Wyoming; in area, 307,- 
COO square miles; in fertility, natural re- 
sources and promise, practically incapa- 
ble of estimation. In 1860 Portland had 
grown to be a town of 2,000 people; in 
1905, according to the “round numbers" 
estimate by the Portland chamber of 
commerce getatistician, it contains. 200,- 
'000 inhabitants. This estimate, it should

Wheat and Lumber Trade. 

According to government figures just 
published, more wheat was exported 
from Portland during the past nine 
months than from any other American 
port. For the 10 years closing Decem- 
ber 3], the river traffic alone, centering 
at Portland, aggregated 13,000,000 tons. 
In 1904, though the foreign export lum- 
ber trade of Portland was immeasurably 
impaired by reason of’ the Russo-Japan- 
ese war, the coastwise lumber exports 
exceeded jithose of 1903 by more than 
20,000,000 feet. The coastwise lumber 
shirpments amounted to 87,8.0,966 feet, 
and ‘the foreign lumber shipments (to 
44,686,635 feet. The largest cargo »of 
flour ever floated upon any sea was ship: 
ped out of Portland in jthe. steamship 
Algoa. The ocean commerce of the city 
averages $12,000,000 a year. 

Portiand’s business firms, according to 
the latest available figures, had an ag- 
gregate capital of more than $107,000,000 
two years ago; the city since thén has 
become the home of many important com- 
rercial enterprises. The city has fifteen 
banking institutions,’the bank clearings 
for 1904 being $189,051;469.92. Last 
year more than $42,000,000 Was cn. dé- 
posit in Portland banks, and the ge- 
pusits have increased greatly. 

As to lumber, Portland leads the worid., 
‘““‘T.umber grows on trees in Oregon,’’ as 
a facetious easterner remarked; the itrees 
cf Washington and Oregon from the 
mighty forests studded thick with giants, 
furnished for Portland saw mills in 1904 
a cutting of 413,559,285 feet, valued at 
$4,500,000. Portland shipped in that 
year for the coastwise trade alone 64,- 
886,452 feet of lumber, of which approxi- 
mately 32,000,000 feet went¢to San Fran- 
cisco and 34,000,000 feet tito San Pedro 
The shipments for April of the present 
year aggregated 6,270,000 feet. 

The Slope on Parade. 

The people of Portland have made no 
effort to give the impression that they 
wculd have a world’s fair for itheir vis- 
itors: The exposition is a Pacific coast 
attair given to advertise this section .of 
the United States and here the slope 
country is found on parade. and a mighty 
good show it makes.

The manag- 
ers of the fair have been wise in not 
hiding the very things they wish. to ad- 
vertise with a tremendous display of 
preducts of countries thousands of 
miles away. <A very interesting display 
is found in ithe Orient building, but the 
exhibits of the European countries are 
eomparatively small and are all in the 
foreign building. , 

Perhaps the most interesting building 
cn the grounds is the forestry building. 
an immense log palace, which covers 
half a city block and is crowded all day 
loug. The. building is made entirely of 
logs and cedar shakes and shingles, and 
cn account of the stateliness of its 
architecture it has been called the “Ore- 
gon cathedral.” . The building contains 
the largest logs ever used unhewn, many 
of the ‘timbers which make up its side 
walls and the supporting pillars. of the 
roof being 6 feet in diameter and 50 feet 
Icng 

The Oregon, Washington, -California, 
and Idaho buildings contain the exhib- 
its which with the forestry building fur- 
nish the chief attractions of the fair. 
The varled products of these states Is 
a revelation to a person unfamiliar with 
this section and the fruit display is per- 
haps most of all remarkable to a south- 
erner, 


Like the Atlanta Fair. 

The exposition is in many. respects 
similar to the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional held in Atlanta in i895. It is 
not so large but, of course, represents 
the progress of the ten years that have 
passed since the Atlanta fair. It is to 
the Pacific what the '95 exposition was 
to the cotton states and here as in At- 
lanta tle exploitation of the states giv- 
all the great expositions unite in saying 
that Portland has them all beaten. The 
grounds and buildings present an wunus- 
ually pretty sight in «ne day but it its 
at night with the myriad lights burning 
that the real height of their beauty is 
reached, 

The exposition site is by far the most 
attractive ever utilized for such a pur- 
pose. Composed of hill and dale, with a 
natural woodland. in one portion, and a 
little lake and peninsula enclosed within 
the fence, the grounds are wonderfully 
attractive, The spring rains. have brought 
out the brilliant green of the grass and

From Lakeview Terace, which crowns 
a slight elevation from the shore of Guild’ 
Lake, there is an unobstructed view of 
| sixty-five miles, which embraces fur 
| snow-capped mountains—Hood, Ranier, St 
Helens and Adams, 

‘Uncle Sam has a display and buildings 
worth $860,000, located on a peninsula in 
the center of Guild's Lake, the water 
feature, which, by the way, is the largest 
body of water ever encipsed within an 
exposition fence. Visitors from the East 
find the things which the different west- 
ern gstajtes have to show mora interesting 
than the things which Uncle Sam has on 
exhibition, but the westerners are especi- 
ally interested in the latter, The govern- 
ment buildings, of which there are five. 
are crowded all day long, and every- 
thing in them, from the Smithsonian insti- 
tution’s big dinosaur to the wax apples in 
the department of agriculture’s section, is 
viewed and admired, There never has 
been a big fair in the west before, and 
a majorkty of the western people never 
have seen one, so that they are not “‘ex- 
position weary” like the folks in the Fast 
and the mi@dle west. 


All Pulling Together. 

The exposition is a sucess and is bound 
to be a success throughout for all the 
States interested are pulling together in 
great shape. ‘There are no two cities in 
the United States who are closer rivals 
than Portland and Seattle. It is a toss 
up as to which has the greater popu- 
lation, In 1900 Portland had 90,000, and 
Seattle 80,000 but today each has fully 
150,000 and each expects to have two 
nindred thousand in 1910. 

In, every line of business the \jtwo 9orts 
are naturally working against each other 
but the Puget Sound city is supporting 
the fair’ with great enthusiasm and the 
exposition is scarcely less Washington's 
than Oregon's 

The whole Pacific. northwest, from 
southern California to northern Washing- 
ton, and as far east at Salt Lake City, 
has adopted the enterprise as its own. On 
June |, the opening day, there were more 
people in Portland than tue ewon ever saw 
before, and a majority of them were 
western folk. 

The @sterners are holding their fair, 
which bears the name of Lewis and Clark 
Centennial and/American Pacific ‘Exposi- 


tion and Oriental Fair, for the purpose 
primarily of exploiting the resources of 
the country with a view to inducing peo- 
ple to settle in the Pacific northwest, and 
secondarily of amusing themeselves. 

On opening day the fair had cost $5,- 
000,000 Of this sum the people of Port- 
land contributed $420,000, a sum equal 
at the time it was raised to four dol- 
lars for every inhabitant of the city, while 
the state of Oregon apropriated $460,- 
000 which means almost a dollar fr 
every man, woman and child within the 
boundaries of the state 


Revolution In Norway. 
(From The Philadelphia Public Ledger.) 
It has been well understood that the 
agitation in Norway for the establish- 
ment of a separate consular system was 
to be pressed even to the point of a dis- 
solution of the union between the two 
kingdoms, but until the last few weeks 
there were strong hopes that a peaceful 
solution of the troublesome problem 
would be found, and there were few who 
believed that the quarrel would be car- 
ried to the ‘point of a dethronement by 
the Norwegians of their aged king. Yet 
that is what the storthing at Christiana 
has done, the powers of government hav- 
=g been assigned to the council of state 
-—the responsible ministry of the nation. 
The situation thus created by one of the 
parties to the union is one of extreme 
interest, for while the Swedes have prac- 
tically announced that they will not re- 
sist the action of Norway in the breaking 
of the partnership which existed 
since 1814, the possibility of international 
complications is sufficiently resious to 
cause anxiety to European statesmen de- 
sirous for the preservation of the balance 
of power among the northern powers. 
With one aggressive and perpetually ac- 
tive neighbor alert to seize any advan- 
tage which would add to the prestige of 
his house or the influence of his govern- 
ment, and with another with a known 
thirst for an outlet on the sea and a 
traditional policy of expansion, a change 
in the relations of the two Rasinatieiarinas 
kingdoms may lead: to eventualities of 
far-reaching importance, 

Norway’s act is not surprising when it 
is remembered that the whole history of 
the union with Sweden Has with 
occasional .intermissions of quiet, one 
long struggle on the part of Norway for 
political equality with Sweden.

The spirit of immorality and 
blasphemy, which dominated St. Pierre, 
has corrupted what little good there was 
in Fort de France. The percentage of 
men and women who are living together 
in wedlock, which was outrageously small 
before, has decreased with the added 
population, yet the percentage of births 
has greatly Increased. At least 80 per 
cent of the children born in Martinique 
re illegitimate, and so rapid are the 
hanges of affection among their elders 
that few of them are living with both of 
their parents. 

The so-called free thinkers, who scoff 
at all forms of religion, and to whose 
influence most of St. Pierre’s wickedness 
was attributed, have established their 
headquarters in Fort de France, and their 
number is fast increasing. Among them 
are many of the schoo] teachers and some 
of the most = prominent business men. 
They have formed a lodge and call them- 
selves Masons. On holidays and feast 
days they parade the streets and jeer at 
these who are going to or coming from 
church. Frequent clashes result, and end 
in the free thinkers being driven to their 
hall by the angry m0ob, 

In the suburbs of Fort de France an 
orphan asylum and home for the aged, 
built with a $10,000 contribution from the 
American relief fund which .was raised 
by the commission appointed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, has just been completed 
by the Oatholic church. It was erected 
under the direction of Monsignor de Cor- 
mont, bishop of Martinque, and will ac- 
commodate eighty people. To prevent its 
possible seizure by the French govern- 
ment, the building will be placed in the 
name of Cardinal Gibbons and under his 
protection. ‘ 


Classical Quotation. 
(From The London Gtobe.) 

One of the lost arts today is that of 
classical quotation. Oratory more than 
any other branch of literary art varies 
with the changes of fashion and taste, 
but in no single respect do the parilia- 
memtary speeches of today differ from 
those of a hundred years ago more than 
in the want of quotations from the clas- 
sics. As Bishop Welldon points out in 
the nineteenth centuny, classical quota- 
tion was a fine art once; # was culti- 
vated and admired; it was a source of 
pleasure and influence and distinction; it 
was the dividing line between culture 
and ignorance, and not to use it or not 
to appreciate it was to imour the dread 
and dismal censure of being common- 
place. The art of quotation is lost now; 
mo one thinks of trying to revive it, and 
few persons even regret KH. The golden 
age of quotation was the eighteenth cen- 
tury. Every educated gentleman could 
quote it easily and habituealy. Lord 
Holland and Oharies James Fox at times 
almost conversed in Virgil, and Dr. Jim 
jJahmson and Oliver Goldsmith on one oc- 
casion sparred, so to say, in classical 
quotation. In recent times Mr. Gladstone 
frequently used with great effect a quo- 
tation from the classics, and the last 
and greatest of his quotations was from 
Lucretius in his speech upon the af- 
firmation bill on April 26, 1883. Today if 
a member quoted Latin in the house of 
commons he woulq probably be (jeer- 
ed aft.

My Brethren—I would first of all re- 
mind you that the man spoken of in this 
text had climbed into the sycamore tree 
to see Jesus pass by. In this action 
there is an interesting psycnological 
demonstration; first, it ind@ioates the 
eagerness with which this chief of the 
publicans went forward to meet Jesus. 
There was an attraction between him 
and that passerby. His action also 
shows a spirit of determination and a 
wholesome contempt for pubdlic opinion, 
for there ie a good and a bad contempt 
for public opinion. 

Every one knows what conventionality 
is; it is made to maintain witnin certain 
limits the passions and irregularity of 
men, to restrain their follies. There are 
some minds that break through these 
conventionalities, but only for the. pur- 
pose of freeing themselves at the game 
time from some moral law; but when 
the day comes when a great duty is to 
be performed, that is perhaps also con- 
trary to conventional rules. taese same 
independent persons become submissive 
Slaves and shelter themselves behind 
those very conventions in order not to 
be called upon to perform any fine and 
generous act of folly. 

The man we are speaking of today was 
mot of that hypocritical sdhool.  Al- 
though he was little of stature, he was, 
among ‘this own people, a man of note, a 
well known chief, a personage of sOme 
importance. When a man of ithis kind 
performs an act such as that of climb- 
ing into a sycamore, he breaks away 
from conventionality. His action is con- 
trary to outward decorum and dignity. 
It is onlhy fit for children, for the urchins 
of the. city of Jericho of that time, or 
of the Paris of today, to clintb trees to 
see a procession go by. Seriously mind- 
ed men do not climb trees. Among the 
points of good behavior that Cicero im- 
pressed upon his son was ‘that “he 
should never run in the street, for fear 
of seeming to lack constancy.’’ 

‘Our chief of the publicans sWept con- 
ventionalty aside and climbed into the 
sycamore. How many jeering and ironi- 
cal remarks must have been hurled at 
him! I seem to hear them now! But 
they (deft him perfectly unconcerned—he 
wanted to see Jesus, and he saw Him. 
Christ came up and caled to him, as we 
know, saying: ‘“Zaccheus, make haste 
and come down, for today I must abide 
at thy house.” Zaccheus then hastens 
to obey and Ohrist becomes his guest.

It js mo small matter to receive 
such a guest—it is. easy to serve him at 
table, but morally, what a place He 
occupies! Zaccheus, chief of ‘the pub- 
licans, doubtless possessed ilgotten 
means, yet, nevertheless, the promise fhe 
makes later on seems to show a certain 
honesty in a man who is acquainted 
with figures. We may also be sure that 
a man who brings himself to make such 
a promise is not steeped very deeply in 
justice, for a fourfold restitution would 
not have been possible if wrongdoing 
had been habitua] to him, 

However, Christ entered his house, and 
such an event must ental] great conse- 
quences. Certain objects, even, make re- 
markeble changes in the house they are 
taken to» You have heard of furniture 
that has been brought into a house; of a 
certain carpet, for instance, whose story 
has become memorable; the comparison 
between the newcomer and the other 
household effects wrought such a re- 
markable change In the mind or the 
owner of the house that finally the 
whole place was renovated “on account 
of a carpet.” 

When a man comes into a house for 
the first time we never know what a 
combination the mind of the newcomer 
will make with the minds of its other 
inhabitants. 

On the day when the clilef of the re- 
publicans received Jesus mm his house he 
did not receive an individual; he received 
an ideal a spirit, a new worid, a new 
manner of understanding life. Imagine 
the house of this rich man, for he wus 
wealthy, according to what the text tells 
us. It must have been a sumptuous 
house, whose owner was surrounded by 
all kinds of things that would enhance 
his own importance and be a suitable 
frame to him. In these magnificent sur- 
roundings, at this table that had so often 
seen richly attired guests, Christ sat 
down that day in His simplicity, His 
poverty, His modesty and His moral 
greatness. The man at whose table He 
sits is alive to that presence; he feels 
himself deeply and secretly moved by it. 
At the same time, he hears voices call- 
ing attention to the contrast between the 
host and his guest; murmurings are 
heard about the house, criticisms are 
made, fingers are pointed at him, and 
he understands the meaning of these 
popular murmurings. Christ says nothing 
to him—He remains silent. But in the 
soul of Zacchels, the publican, tumultu- 
ous thoughts surgyv ana disturb him—he 
feels .himself under the contemptuous 
gaze of the multitude, who declare, 
without regard to his feelings, that a 
strange mistake is being made here, 
that the Just One who should know men 
has lowered Himself by entering an un- 
clean house and sitting at a table where 
any one who respects himself would 
never eat. Perhaps he sought a shelter 
from the pitiless judgment of the multi- 
tude in the gaze of Christ. 

Christ stiH remains silent. But clearer

And without 
any preface, without waiting for any 
comment from Christ, Zacchaeus replies 
to the itempest of thoughts and words 
that rages in his heart and says to Him:

Thus, 
when tthe time came, a purifying light 
shone forth from the heavy and cark 
ciouds. 

T will make only one remark, my breth- 
ren: for the sake of equity and justice, 
we must suppose the order of the prom- 
ises made by this publican‘to be tnvert- 
ed. It is not possible to give half of 
otle’s goods to the poor without first 
purfying them. We should therefore be- 
gin with this declaration: “If I have 
taken anything from any man, I will re- 
siore it.” This will explain to you why 
I said just now that this publican can- 
not have been the thief he was consid- 
ered to be, counting him among ithe mul- 
titude of his unscrupulous compeers, for 
if he had done as much wrong as was 
supposed, before he had given any alms 
to the poor he would have been ruined 
by his restitution. 

x, therefore, think that in this case we 
have ito do with an honest publican, a 
man of good, who has strayed into an 
evil calling. It is sometimes ‘well for a 
gcod man to be in a low and common 
trade—he may bring happy changes into 
it. Zacchaeus is a living proof of this, 
We see him ready to make reparation if 
any one comes up and complains of hav- 
ing been wrongly treated by him. This 
man has some character. 

We have known and every day we 
meet people who never dream to re- 
pairing the harm they have done osten- 
sibly or in secret. They think that they 
can cleanse themselves by giving a 
part of their ill-gotten gains to the poor. 
That is putting soiled money into the 
hands of the needy: Do not think that 
you can sanctify your spoils by offering 
@ part of them to the Lord. 

What is honored here, or what is 
tlasphemed? It is not morally or hu- 
manly admissible that ill-gotten goods 
can be purified otherwise than by being 
restored. We cannot justify the tree of 
theft by gathering a branch of it to of- 
fer to the divinities or to mankind; that 
is a dishonor to me and to God. Above 
everything else, we should say to our- 
selves: ‘“I¢ I have done harm to any 
one, I wil] repair it,’’ and then, if your 
heart is large enough, you can add: 
“Out of what remains, which will be pu- 
rified, like wheat without husks or tares, 
I will give one-half to the poor.” 

When Zacchaeus, the publican, climbed 
into the sycamore, he performed an ac- 
tion contrary to usual conventionaliiy, 
but he claimbed a much greater height 
when he quietly declared to Jesus what 
he interded doing. 

Nothing is more contrary to the or- 
dinary conventions of life than the re- 
pairing of evil. I therefore declare 
that I look wpon this man as having a 
generous and independent nature. ust 
as he broke away from conventionality 
by climbing a tree from where he could 
dlearly see Christ, so he did not give a 
thought to what would be said when he 
was about to take a much greater and 
more decisive step. In this he gives us 
a powerful lesson on the reparation of 
wrongdoing. 


UNIVERSAL CHURCH UNION

Almost every representative scholar of 
atl denominations readily concedes thar 
the church established by Christ, through 
™:; @Mpostiés, under the dictation of the 
Holy Spirit, and as clearly portrayed in 
the New Testament, was established on the 
day of Penticost In the city of Jerusalem, 
A.D.' 34. And all scholars of acknowl- 
edged weight in the consideration of 
matters of vital importance agree that 
Christ never established but o chure }. 
And that divine disapprobation was un- 
hesitatingly pronounceg@ against eveiy 
semblance of apparent division or schism 
in the one body. But in the beginning of 
the fourth century a great controversy 
arose about the nature of Christ between 
Alexander and Arias, two distinguished 
Presbyters, and a great council was cail- 
ed by Constantine, the Roman emperor, 
and 318 bishops met at Nice in A.D. 325 
and made the Nicene creed, out of which 
grew the Roman Catholic church. We 
read, as if with an indescribable shudder, 
the atrocities of the “Dark Ages,” the 
Spanish inquisition heaping infamy upon 
infamy until Michael Angelo struck the 
first spark from the anvil of reform wita 
his master’s chisel for the authorities of 
St. Peter’s church. As a creature of 
providence, Gutenberg ewung into the 
arena of “marvelous things strangely 
happening,’”’ and expelled the darkness, 
by inventing the printing press, and prini- 
ing as his first production a copy of the 
Bible, Contemporaneous with these start- 
ling events appeared that “man of des- 
tiny,” “child of fame,”” Martin Luther. 
He challenged the claims of the Roman 
Catholic church, and once more made the 
Bible the supreme text. At the Diet of 
the Worms he made the contest and con- 
trast that aroused all Germany. His co- 
adjutors were afraid to trust the Bible 
alone, and wrote out a creed which was 
adopted at Augsburg in 1530, and out of 
which has grown the Lutheran church 
with its manifold divisions. 

Soon after this King Henry VIII of 
England: was married to Catherine of 
Aragon, the aunt of Charles V of Spain 
Henry fell In Wwve with Anna Boleyn, 
the waiting maid of Catharine, ang asked 
the pope to grant him a divorce from 
Catharine that he might marry Anna. 
The pope, out of deference to Charlies V, 
delayed the matter until Henry took the 
matter in his own hands, declared him- 
self divorced from Catharine and mar- 
ried Anna, and, placing himself at the 
head of the church, appointed Bishop 
Cranmer to prepare a creed which was 
adopted in 1552 and became the basta of 
the Protestant Episcopal church.
